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THE STALWART CANDIDATE 


THE UNHAPPY POSITION OF SEc.- 
RETARY FOLGER. 

MADE THE 8TEPPING-STONE FOR ADMINIS- 
TRATION SUCCESS—PRESIDENT ARTHUR 
AND A SECOND TERM—AN ATTEMPT TO 
KILL MANY BIRDS WITH ONE STONE. 

Wasnineton, Sept. 29.—Thé gravity of 
the political situation in New-York is fully 
realized in this city, where the course of the 

Republican Party is closely watched by so 

many whose fortunes depend upon its 

continued success. Washington is almost 
deserted by the most prominent office- 
holders, but there remain here many 
careful observers, who have a good 
knowledge of political history and political 
ways. The main topics of talx are the recent 
convention at Saratoga, the coming contest 
at the polls in New-York State, and the course 
taken by the President. It is not strange 
that the speculations of old politicians here 
should be based upon the assumption that the 

President is already laying plans for secur- 

Ing a renomination and another term, 

In general political conversation this seems 

to be allowed without argument. Here and 

there one finds some well-known supporter of 
the Administration who shouts to keep up his 

Own courage and give hope to others, but the 

general tone about New-York is one of deep 

despondency. Men are saying that it was the 
great error of the present Administration to 


interfere in the State of New-York, and are 
unable to reconcile the Administration’s action 
there with President Arthur’s reputation for 

olitical sagacity and shrewdness. Secretary 

‘olger has the respect of good people here, but 
his situation excites their pity. 

_One man, who has an eye for practical poli- 
tics, says: “It seems to me that in securing 
the nomination for Folger at Saratoga the 
Administration and its friends believed they 
were killing several birds with one stone. In 
the first place, Cornell, the ingrate, must be 
punished and shorn of his power to become 
troublesome in the future. To refuse to aid 
Conkling and Platt at Albany was a rank 
offense, but he neglected the opportunity to 
reach a reconciliation, and became more ob- 
noxious by refusing to assist Mr. Conkling in 
his endeavor to repair his private fortune. He 
must be beaten; that was certain. Inthe next 
placo, the machine in New-York mast be se- 
cured by the friends of the Administration. I[t 
bust not fbe allowed to go under the control 
of any other persons. In the third place, 
®& more energetic political manager was needed 
at the head of the Treasury Department. If 
Folger could be nominated and elected, Cornell 
would be crushed, the machine would come into 
friendly hands, and there would be a vacancy 
in the Cabinet to be filled by some one who 
would have an eye upon the effective poiitical 
use of Treasury offices. Folger was nominated, 
but some of the President’s friends 
allowed their zeal to overcome their honesty, 
and all these managers seem to have forgotten 
the people. The shrewdest of political mana- 
gers will sometimes make that mistake. I 
really am sorry tor the Secretary. He is a 
worthy gentleman, but the Administration 
bas no use for him here,”’ 

Others are talking about the character of 
the Secretary’s brief service in the depart- 
ment. Iitseems to bean open secret that he 
bas been by no means satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministration. One of his subordinates says 
that he held the office rather as a Judge than 
AS an executive officer. He worked hard day 
and night, and seemed determined to do every- 
thing himself. Complaint bas frequently been 
made that he was unwilling to approve the ac- 
tion of his subordinates or approve their recom- 
mendations without a personal examination of 
every subject submitted. Persons were urging 
him to purify the department by dismissing 
subordinates supposed to be ringmen and ad- 
herents of Sherman, but he seemed unwilling 
to make sweeping changes without having 
himself discovered proof of the unfitness of 
these men for oftice. He was slow, it was said, 
1nd he did not *‘ fill the bill.” Impartial ob- 
ervers gave him credit for an honest desire 
70 understand thoroughly all the work 
»f the department, and for industry somewhat 
inusual among Secretaries of the Treasury, 
but notwithstanding their good opinion of his 
intentions they were forced to admit that he 
had undertaken too much. To attempt to su- 
perks or personally all the details of this vast 

epartment was not the proper way in which 
to exhibit executive ability. It was absolutely 
necessary that a Secretary of the Treasury 
should trust his subordinates and leave the de- 
tails to them, and Mr. Folger, in the opinion 
of these men, had not learned this important 
truth. 

Notwithstanding the publication of many 
statements, more or less direct, it is probable 
that the Secretary departed from Washington 
without having declared a determination either 
to resign or to retain his office until after elec- 
tion, but the general impression 1s that he de- 
sired and intended to hold on. This impres- 
sion has been strengthened by some 
things which he has’ said—for  ex- 
rmple, his reference to the course 
nsually pursued under similar circumstances 
by a President who has secured a renomina- 
tion and is laboring to secure a re-election. It 
may be, however, that the advice of his politi- 
ral friends and associates wil! induce him, or 
have already induced him, to change his mind. 

-Washington politicians, as has been said, are 
not slow to assume that the President is 
thinking about another term in the White 
House. It is this assumption which gave life 
to the rumor that Folger’s successor was to be 
Secretary Chandler, because he is generally 
recognized as a man who could and would 
skillfully handle the department in such 
a way as to eid his chief. Some have 
supposed that the coming Secretary would 
be John C. New, buta well-informed politician 
paid yesterday: ‘‘He will offer the place to 
Crowley, and Crowley will decline it. Then 
he will give it tosome other New-York man, 
perhaps Van Wyck. He couldn’t afford to 
bffer anything to Platt just now, and it 
wouldn’t be wise to take a Secretary from the 
West.” No one seems to expect that Mr. Fol- 
Fer will decline the nomination of the Saratoga 

Yonvention, but many can be found who pre- 
flict his defeat. Conversation with Government 
officers and others indicates that he is generally 
regarded as a good man in an unfortunate sit- 
nation—a man who deserved a happier fate. 
Enmity against him one does not find, except 
In the minds of those who were unable to in- 
duce him to adopt a policy of decapitation; 
pnd it may be added that some of those who 
have the kindest of feelings toward him believe 
that he might have been more active in puri- 
fying the department without injuring the 
public service or doing injustice to any one.

TAMMANY ON THE SITUATION. 
MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE ON ORGANIZA- 
TION—PREPARING FOR THE CAMPAIGN. 

There was a large attendance of the mem- 
bers of the Tammany Hall Committee on Or- 
ganization at last night’s meeting, and the 
cave in Fourteenth-street was well-nigh filled 
when they were called to order by their big 
thief, John Kelly. Leader after leader of the 
Assembly districts rendered his report upon 
the progress of Democratic affairs in his owu 
particular bailiwick, and showed how things 
were going along swimmingly. Ex-Justice 
Duffy asserted that the Battery dis- 
trict would give at least 1,000 more ma- 
poe. now that the Syracuse Convention 
ad harmonized matters. Gen. Spinola 
reported that the Sixteenth District bore off 
the honor of being the first to organize a 
Cleveland Club. The Twenty-second District 
was pronounce to be in first-class condition, 
and the Twenty-third was reported as having 
received the Syracuse nominations with **con- 
tiderable favor.” The Naturalization Com- 
mittee was, on motion of ex-Justice Quinn, 
flirected to put itself in readiness to render all 
ths aid possible to those foreign gentlemen 
who desire to become Americanized as 
boon as practicable after arriving in 
bight of Sandy Hook. An _ ex-District 
Attorney handed up a column of preamble 
nd resolutions. The Secretary, Mr. Thomas 
. Gilroy, looked dismayed, but at a nod from 
Mr. Kelly cleared his throat and proceeded to 
pone them. Whenever the name of Mr. Cleve- 


d was pronounced the members of the com- . 


mittee applauded vigorously. The cordial sup- 
port and approval of the entire Democratic 
ticket was expressed amid some slight ap- 
lause. One of the vital issues which the reso- 
utions declared to be at stake in the approach- 
ing election,is what Democrats are pleased to 
term ‘‘the questions of Republican extrava- 
gance and corruption, and the ever-increasin 
oppression of corporate monopolies, whic 
stand paramount, challenging the condemna- 
tion of the honest voters of the State.” A 
return to the simple gnd economical! doctrines 
of the fathers was advocated, and it was as- 
serted that no Democratic candidate deserved 
to be supported who would not pledge himself 
to prevent further encroachments by corpora- 
tions on the equal rights and inheritance of 
the citizens, Republican Congressmen were 
accused of having voted away 296,000,000 
acres of the choicest portion of the public do- 
main to railroads and other corporations, 
Combinations for watering or unduly 
increasing the capital stock of cor- 
porations were denounced—and here the 
unshaven stock gamblers in the cave 
shook their heads deprecatingly—and it 
declared that the sense of the gathering was in 
favor of limiting the interest on invested capi- 
talto8 per cent. in the cases of all the great 
railroad corporations which hold charters 
from the State. The introduction of postal 
telegraphy was demanded on behalf of the 
highest interests of the business community, 
and also a release of the telegraph lines of the 
country from the grip of the wealthy mono- 
polists ‘‘who degrade this great engine of 
civilization to the level of a gambling and 
speculative machine, employing it to control 
the markets in the interest of the wealthy, and 
against honest traders, to influence elections 
against the will of the people, and to deprive 
the newspaper press of the privilege of free 
speech and a non-partisan and unmanipulated 
news service,” 

A benevolent-looking granger from the an- 
nexed district, evidently, who desired to do 
exact justice to the Republican Party, de- 
clared that the figures 296,000,000 as applied 
to the land abstracted from the public domain 
were too high. He had madea careful study 
of this whole thing, and had satisfied himself 
that the figures 196,000,000 were the correct 
ones to be used in this connection, The Tam- 
many braves who sat beside the granger 
scowled at him, and cast longing eyes on the 
silvery white tuft that stood up from his 
glistening scalp. The mover of the resolutions 
thought the figures ought to stand as read by 
the Secretary. An acre or two’s difference 
was not a matter of a great deal of importance 
anyway. 

Mr. Kelly arose and glared down upon the 
granger, who now began to feel mighty un- 
comfortable. Mr. Kelly said the figures in 
the resolution were taken from a book pub- 
lished by the Government and entitled the 
**Domain.”? Of course, the Government 
couldn’t be mistaken in its own figures, and it 
was evident that the gentlemen had been read- 
ing up other and unreliable authorities. The 
granger subsided, and the resolutions were 
adopted after having a tail tacked upon them 
by John B. Haskin, declaring that the Demo- 
crats are opposed to all sumptuary laws and 
favor an Excise law from which the thread 
bare and arbitrary arrest clauses shall be 
obliterated. 

An effort to head off the nomination of 
labor tickets was ordered to be made on sug- 
gestion of State Senator John G. Boyd, who 
presented resolutions directing the general 
committee of each Assembly district to confer 
with the labor organizations in their locality 
with a view to giving them proper legislative 
representation this Winter. 

_When Senator Boyd handed up the commu- 
nication of the County Democracy inviting 
Tammany to participate in a grand ratifica- 
tion meeting there was some applause. A com- 
mittee of 24, one from each Assembly district, 
was promptly ordered to meet a County 
Democracy committee and make the necessary 
arrangements. The yeas on this motion were 
not sufficiently emphatic to please Mr. Kelly, 
and bringing down his gavel emphatically he 
repeated the motion. There was a louder re- 
sponse and also more emphasis to the nays 
which came from the rear of the hall. 

The importance of registering was called to 
mind by Gen. Spinola, who declared that if 
the Democrats did their duty in this matter 
New-York City would give the State ticket a 
majority of at least 50,000. 

Alderman Martin impressively informed his 
associates that he had heard grave rumors 
that the Republicans were about to do a very 
extensive colonization business, not only in 
New-York, butalso in Brooklyn, and that they 
were prepared to pour out barrels of money 
to corrupt the voters. The members looked as 
if they were astounded at such unholy cam- 
paign tactics, and yelled vigorously in the 
affirmative when a motion was put appointing 
a committee from each Assembly district to 
attend to this matter. It was also vocifer- 
ously resolved to appeal to the District Attor- 
ney to issue a proclamation of some sort which 
would have the effect of terrifying wicked Re- 
publican politicians. The dates of holding the 
primaries and conventions were ordered io be 
prepared and presented at the public meeting 
of the General Committee, which is to be held 
next Monday night. Sunset Cox, Major Hag- 
gerty, and other Democrats are to be invited 
to address Monday’s meeting.

SOME OF THE PRESIDENT’S VIEWS. 

Wasurneton, Sept. 29.—The ational 
Republican will to-morrow publish an open 
letter from its editor, George C. Gorham, ad- 
dressed to C. L. Cooke, Independent candidate 
for Congress from the Seventh North Carolina 
District. Mr. Cooke, in his card announcing 


his candidacy, makes an appeal to Stal- 
wart Republicans against the coalition ticket. 
After quoting from Cooke’s card and 
coinciding with him so far as his statements 
go that the President has never authorized 
any one to say that he would furnish voters by 
non-appointment to office, Mr. Gorham says: 
‘*But when you deny the statement that the 
President is in favor of the coalition nominees 
and each of them youare mistaken, To guide 
you to a knowledge of the truth in this matter, 
and that is wiat[ believe you desire, I will 
say to you that on Saturday, the 23d inst., 
President Arthur stated to several persons, 
of whom I was one, at his residence in 
the City of New-York, that he was not only 
earnestly for the liberal movement in North 
Carolina, and anxious for the election of the 
whoie coalition ticket, (which, of course, in- 
cludes Dr. York,) but that he did not wish his 
position on the subject to be doubted or mis- 
understood. That is not, of course, any rea- 
son why any voter in North Carolina should 
support the coalition, but it is a good reason 
why the weight of President Arthur’s name 
should not be thrown into the scale against it.”’

REPUBLICANS IN INDIANA. 
SENATOR HARRISON’S BRIGHT HOPES—MR. 
M’DONALD’S PRESIDENTIAL ASPIRATIONS. 

CIncrnnaTI, Sept. 29.—Senator Harrison 
is in the city, and last night made a telling 
speech at Turner Hall. To an inquiry by a re- 
porter as to the Republican prospects in Indi- 
ana, he said: ‘* They are improving, but they 
have been good all the time. The Democrats 
have been making loud claims, but the Repub- 
licans are doing the hard work, Itis the old 
story of the Democrats boasting before the 


election. We shall carry the State. The 
Republicans are making an aggressive fight, 
and Mr. Voorhees is suffering the most 
from it. Voorkees has said more things that 
he has had reason afterward to wish he had 
not said than any other man I know of, not 
only in the past, but recently. His speeches 
are full of texts for Republicans. Then he has 
voted for every measure about which the 
Democrats complain. He and Joe McDonald 
are at variance, politically, and it leaves Joe 
McDonald somewhat at a loss how to proceed. 
McDonald cannot throw a stone at us without 
hitting Voorhees. If he strikes at the River 
and Harbor bill, Voorhees is in danger; 
if at any item of the extravagance 
they charge on the Republicans, it 
hits Voorhees. I told the Democrats at a 
public meeting recently that if they would 
give me a bill of particulars of all they com- 
dlain of against the Republicans in Congress 

could show them a vote of Voorhees in sup- 
port of every item. McDonald is Chairman 
of the Democratic State Executive Commit- 
tee, and it means a great deal for him, for if 
the Democrats can carry Indiana his prospects 
as a Presidential candidate become very bright. 
He is working hard.” 

“He has Presidential aspirations, then ?” 

“Well, I know of no man whose chances of 
getting the Democratic nomination would be 
better if he had a State to back him. With- 
out it his chances are not good. He is one of 
the best men in the party, if circumstances 
were in his favor. The temperance question 
does not cut so much of a figure in Tadiana 
politics as in Ohio, yet a great deal depends 
upon it, ‘The Republicans have made their 
position plain upon this question, The Demo- 
crats have not. From their utterances it seems 
doubtful if they will submit the ‘amendments 
to the people. ‘The Republicans desire the 
amendments submitted at a special election, 
and upon this the Democrats take issue.’’

UNSAFE FOR GREENBACKERS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—A private letter 
received in this city describes some of the pe- 
culiarities of a political canvass in South Caro- 
lina. It is stated that the candidates for Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant-Governor on the Green- 
back ticket started for W innsborough on a train, 
intending to make speeches there. Before 
reaching Winnsborough the train was boarded 
by Col. A. P. Butler anda number of men in 


red shirts, who abused the candidates and 
warned them not to continue in the canvass. 
At Winnsborough the candidates found a mob 
of about 1,000 at the depot, who greeted 
them with vells and pistol shots. Many 
in the crowd wore” red _ shirts and 
belonged to rifle clubs. The candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor was so affected by the 
threats of the mob that he became ill and was 
swe to bed in a hotel. The Chairman of the 
JYemocratic Committee demanded that the 
candidate for Governor should divide the 
time, but he refused to do this. 
So threatening was his reception § that 
he did not speak, but Democrats 
spoke and declared that they would not allow 
Greenbackers or Independents to speak. Some 
of the better class of Bemncovae led away tlre 
candidate to a place of safety, and protected 
him from assault. They locked him in a room 
on the third story of a hotel, and kept him 
there until late at night, when they got him 
safely out of town on a freight train.

SYRACUSE, Sept. 20.—Newton W. Nutting, 
of Oswego, was unanimously nominated on the 
first ballot by the Republican Congressional Con- 
vention of the T'wenty-fourth District, at Oneida, 
this afternoon. 

30STON, Sept. 2.—In the Sixth Congres- 
sional District Republican Convention 58 ballots 
were taken, the last resulting as follows: Dodge,

o'clock A. M., convention adjourned to 10 o'clock 
Monday morning. 

The Democratic Congressional Convention 
of the Fourth District has been in session 
since 8 o'clock to-night. and up to midnight 
no nomination had been made, the time hav- 
ing been occupied in settling contested delegations, 
There are three taclions represented in the con- 
vention, supporting respectively the Hon. P, A.Col- 
lins, the Hon. T. J. Davey, and Joseph H. O'Neil. 
A bitter fight is expected, and it is thought that 
some of the delegates will bolt. It is stated that 
Collins will run independently if he does not re- 
ceive the nomination. An Informal ballot was 
taken shortly after midnight, which resulted as fol- 
lows: Collins, 66; Dacey, 26; O’ Neil, 49; scattering, 
1. Whole number of votes, 142. Two more ballots 
were taken, one formal, without any change in the 
figures, the single vote being cast for Wendell Phil- 
lips. 

PROVIDENCE, Sent. 29.—The Republican Con- 
gressional conventions in this State are called for 
Oct. 19. 

West CuestTeEr, Penn.,Sept. 29.—The Repub- 
lican Congressional conferees of the Sixth District 
met here to-day. Three ballots were taken, each 
being atie between Congressman Ward, of Dela- 
ware County, and State Senator J. B. Everhart, of 
Chester County. The conference adjourned to 
meet in Philadelphia on Oct, 7.

SIX BRAVE MEN DISM. ISSED. 

Lone Brancnu, Sept. 29.--General Superin- 
tendent S. I. Kimball, of the Life-saving Department 
at Washington, has sent orders to Capt. Charles Val- 
entine, of Life-saving Station No. 4, at Monmouth 
Beach, to inform surfmen Nelson Lockwood, John 
Van Brunt, John H. West, Benjamin Potter, and 
Garnet H. White, to vacate their places, as their 
services were no longer required. About a year 
ago the Secretary of the Treasury, acting under 


instructions of Congress, presented these men and 
Capt. Valentine with six of the mostcostly gold 
medals ever presented by the Government to mem- 
bers of this service, as a reward for saving 38 
sailors in the terrible storm of Feb. 3, 1880, trom 
the wreck of a schooner, the bark Castilian, and 
Spanish brig Augustina. Last Winter when Su- 
perintendent Kimbali introduced the check system, 
<3 which each patrolman was to carry a brass 
check on each trip, and exchange it with the 
patrolman of the next station, most of the 
crews threatened to resign, arnony the number 
being the six men from the Monmouth Beach 
station, who had been rewarded for their faithful 
performanee of duty. Superintendent Havens, of 
the New-Jersey stations, coaxed the men back to 
duty on a promise of having the order revoked by 
this Winter. The action of Superintendent Kim- 
ball in picking out the crew of station No. 4, who 
had been adjudged the bravest of all in time of 
danger, for dismissal is roundly condemned by 
civilians and life-saving men, and unless they are 
reinstated it is feared that competent men in this 
poorly paid service will resign. Each Captain is 
allowed to select his own crew and is heid respon- 
sible for their competency. Capt. Valentine ex- 
presses much sympathy for his well-trained and 
brave crew, who have been under his command 
for ycars.

VARIED OLD WORLD NEWS 


THE DISASTROUS EXPLOSION IN 
THE HGYPTIAN CAPITAL. 
BELIEVED TO BE OF INCENDIARY ORIGIN— 
FIVE MEN KILLED AND TWENTY WOUND- 
ED—THE COUNTRY RETURNING TO ITS 
NORMAL STATE—THE FORCES TO RE- 

MAIN IN EGYPT. 

Carro, Sept. 29.—The explosions at the 
railway station yesterday continued at brief 
intervals for over three hours, By the ener- 
getic efforts of the military, although they 
were hampered by the lack of pumping-gear, 
the fire was prevented from spreading and 
finally brought under control. The passenger 
station was saved, but all the freight sheds, 
containing 10 days’ provisions for the army 
and about 200 trucks of ammunition, were de- 
stroyed. It is reported on good authority 
that 5 men were killed and 20 wounded. The 
railway officers express the belief that the 
fire was of ineendiary origin. They noticed 
that trucks on two separate lines of track 
blazed up simultaneously. Subsequent to the 
first explosion two Arabs were seized in 
the act of firing trucks. A third es- 
caped. The fire began among ammunition 
captured from the Egyptians. Some accounts 
attribute it toan accidental blow on a per- 
cussion shell while the military, at the request 
of the railway authorities, were removing the 
ammunition, which bad been stored in trucks 
in the railway sheds for several days. It up- 
pears clear, however, that the Arabs en- 
deavored to spread, if they did not cause, the 
fire. The traffic of the railway will not suffer 
serious interruption. Troops patroled the 
streets last night. During the fire at the rail- 
way station two men with torches were seized 
while endeavoring to fire an adjacent quar- 
ter of the town, Soon after the explosion an 
Arab was caught throwing a can of petroleum 
into a burning wagon, another was discovered 
lighting a fire under the train, and a third was 
arrested for inciting the natives to massacre. 

The authorities consider that the country 
generally is so rapidly returning to its normal 
condition that a further display of force in the 
provinces is unnecessary.

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EXTREME RITUALISM IN CHICAGO. 


HIGH MASS IN AN EPISCOPAL CHURCH— 
FATHER RITCHIE’S PRACTICES. 

CxIcaGo, Sept. 29.—It is over the services 
that took place this forenoon that a clond hangs, 
which, to many minds, betokens a storm for the 
Episcopalians of this city. Bishop McLaren was 
invited some time ago by Father Ritchie, the Rec- 
tor of the Church of the Ascension, to be present 
this forenoon at the laying of the corner-stone of 
the new edifice, and signified his intention to be 
present. Subsequently, when the full programme 
was announced, however, Bishop McLaren deelined 
to officiate at what he termed “an office called 
high mass, which is not contained in the Prayer- 
book.” Father Ritchie is the apostie of ritualism 
in ita most ultra stage, and the Bishop's refusal to 


attend was intended and accepted as an expression 
of his emphatic dissent from the practices preva- 
lent at the Church of the Ascension. 

The ceremonies attending the laying of the 
foundation-stone of the church were begun this 
morning at6 o’clock by the celebration of low 
mass. There were five masses celebrated, lasting 
half an hour each, the last one ending at 9 o’clock. 
Father Ritchie acted as celebrant and the Rev. 
Mr. Benedict as deacon of the mass. This 
being St. Michael’s Day, the holy sacrament 
was administered. With the exception of the 
altar, which is of handsome marble and like those 
used in Roman Catholic churches, having a eross, 
crucifix, and lighted candles, the vestments worn 
by the priests, and the bowing before the cross, the 
regular or usual form of the Episcopal service was 
observed. Tae celebration of solemn high mass be- 
gan at 11 0’clock and lasted nearly an hour. The 
church was completely packed and many people 
were unable to procure seats. Many of those 
present were attracted out of curiosity, and 
it was the first time that a majority of 
the people had ever witnessed the cele- 
bration of a high mass in an_ Episcopal 
church. The procession was made up of cross 
bearers, candle bearers, incense bearers, sub- 
deacon, deacon, celebrant, choir, and visiting 
clergymen inthe order named. Nearly every one 
in the procession wore robes of brilliant colors, 
The robes of the ehoir were blood red and 
white, with red velvet bands around the waist. 
The vestments of the celebrants were an alb 
and chasuble of beautiful design and coiors; that 
of the deacon was an alb and dalmatic, and that 
of the eub-deacon was similar. The vis- 
iting ministers were clad in plain sur- 

lices. After the reguiar ceremonies of 
1igh mass had been performed, and the Gloria had 
been sung, the priests and altar were incensed, 
and then, as is always the case at high mass, the 
priest took the sacrament and the choir left the 
church while singing, and the mass closed. Imme- 
diately after the mass the corner-stone was 
formally laid by the Rev. Mr. Dorset, of Racine. 
Speeches were made by Father Ritchie and Dr. 
Jewell. Father Ritchie spoke of the Bishop, 
and said that his absence and _ disapproval 
had caused no set-back whatever, especially as 
the founder of the parish, the venerable Father 
Dorset, of Wisconsin, was present to officiate 
in his stead, and had for years been “a faithful 
priest of the Cathoifiec Chureh, while the present 
Bishop was groping in the blackness of Calvinism.” 
Vhis ended the exercises. Father Ritchieis carry- 
ing matters with a high hand, and it is only a ques- 
tion of a short time when bis intensely ritualistic

A VETERAN UNDER CHARGES. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S CASE AGAINST THE 
COLLECTOR AT PERTH AMBOY. 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 29.—The United States 
Grand Jury has found two new bills of indictment 
against Col. Charles H. Houghton, Collector of 
Customs for the Port of Perth Amboy, for trans- 
mitting false and forged vouchers to the Secretary 
of the Treasury with intent to defraud the Govern- 
ment of the United States in violation of section 
No. 5,418 of the Revised Statues. At the last term 
of court, Col. Houghton, his Deputy, J. Kearney 


Smith, and the Collector of Customs, William T. 
‘Hopper, were indicted for a conspiracy to defraud 
the United States by means of forged pay-rolls, by 
which it wus made to appear that $1,200 annually 
had been expended for boatmen's wages when no 
such services were performed, the names of the 
alleged boatmen being signed by one of the three 
defendants. 

The counsel for Col. Houghton objected to the 
indietment as being too general, and District At- 
torney Keasbey to-day, inthe United States Dis- 
trict Court, before Judge John F. Nixon, insisted 
that the indietment as found was perfect. A con- 
spiracy, he said, was the agreement between two 
or more persons to commit an offense, and it be- 


} came indictable the moment any one of the parties 


thereto did any act in furtherance of the 
agreement, and if that was the allegation 
all that had to be done was to show that 
an overt act had been committed by any 
one of the parties. Although there might be 
forty or more overt acts charged it was only nec- 
The case of the United 
States against Dorsey. Brady, and others, among 
other cases, was cited to show that the commission 
of any act, whether criminal in itself or not, in 


ylete the offense. Even if one of the conspirators 
had zone to the door of the Treasury Department 
with one of the forged vouchers, and then and 
there repented and gone back to Perth Amboy 
with it, that act was sufficient. After the conspir- 
acy was entered into, if, against the protest orin the 
absence and without the knowledge of the others, 
one of tbe parties committed any overt act to oarry 
out the object of the conspiracy, all would be 
guilty. Mr. Keasbey stated that he pro- 
posed to (try the Indictments for trans- 
mitting the forged vouchers next Tuesday, 
and had already subpcenaed the Govern- 
ment’s witnesses to be present on that day. 
“Tam,” said Mr. Keasbey, ‘*more impressed with 
the feeling that the Colonel [Houghton] is the per- 
son to try,and I am more and more impressed 
upon examination of the case that he is the one to 
blame. Kfforts have been made to have me believe 
that the Inspector and Deputy Collector were the 
guilty parties, but I am satisfied that Col. Houghton 
is the one who is guilty.” 

The trial will be an interesting one and great in- 
terest is felt in the matter, particularly by the 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic, be- 
cause last year Col. Houghton was the commander 
of the Department of New-Jersey of tnat order. 
Col. Houghton was a brave soldier during the late 
war, baving been severely wounded in seyeral bat- 
tles and lost one of his legs in the service. 
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A WHOLE FAMILY POISONED. 


ALLEGED ATTEMPT OF A FATHER TO KILL 
HIS WIFE AND SIX CHILDREN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 29.—The Twenty-first 
District Police have arrested W. G. Whittaker, 
residing in Paschalvilie, near the city limits, charged 
with poisoning his wife, Jennie, aged 44 years, and 
his children, Wayson, aged 24: Mary, aged 19; Eve, 
15: Sarah, 20; Bertha, 8 and Willie, 2 years. A 
boarder named Wayson Cooper, 19 years old, was 
also poisoned. 

Whittaker and his family came here from Balti- 
more about eight years ago. He and his wife led a 
quarrelsome life, and recently they separated. One 
of the daughters, after returning from the pump 
with a bucket of water, about 6 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening, remarked that her father was 
in the alley adjoining the house. The water was 
left standing on the \ear porch and some time af- 
terward part of it was used in making tea, which 
the family drank at supper. Ahout midnight the 
mother commenced vomiting and was soon fol- 
lowed by the other members of the family. Some 
of the sufferers were thought to be in a critical 
condition, but to-night they are all very much im- 
proved, and it is thought all will recover. 
The son declared that his father, while in a saloon 
on Seventy-first-street on Thursday evening. re- 
marked that he had fixea the old woman. Whit- 
taker, who is locked up in the station-house, says 
he was Jn the city on Thursday evening, and denies 
being near Paschalville at the time charged. He 
will have a hearing to-morrow.

COLUMBIA AND GREENVILLE EARNINGS— 
DISCRIMINATION IN RATES IN ILLINOIS. 

Coiumsta, 8. C., Sept. 29.—The annual re- 
port of the Columbia and Greenville Railroad to 
the State Railroad Commissioner for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1822, shows a total income for the 
year of $608,594 02. The total expenses for the 
same period, including taxes, amounted to $434,- 
603 54, leaving as net income $:73,990 48. During 
the year $45,687 81 was expended on the construc- 
tion and equipment of the road, making the total 
cost of construction and equipment $5,045,687 81, or 
$25,717 06 per mile. The total debt of the road is 
$8,323,279 65, of which amount $2,000,000 is funded 
in 6 per cent. interest-bearing first mortgage bonds, 


$1,000,000 in 6 per cent. interest-bearing second 
mortgage bonds. The unfunded debt amounts to 
$323,279 65. The capital stock of the road paid in 
per mile is $10,193 68, and the total debt per mile is 

16,938 22. The total earnings of the passenger de- 
partment amounted to $139,997 06, and the total 
earnings of the freight department to $459,874 13. 
The total income per mile of road amounted to 
$3,101 91, and the total expenses per mile of road 
to $2,219 11. The main line of this road and its 
branches are 196 miles in iength. The Spartanburg 
Union and Columbia Railroad and the Laurens 
Railway are operated by the Columbia and Green- 
ville Road. The Spartanburg Road is 68 miles in 
length. During the year its total income from all 
sources amounted to $100,105 72, and its total ex- 
penses to $81,801 36. The Laurens Railway is 29 
miles in length. Its total income for the year 
amounted to $33,108 25, and its total expenses to 
$33,049 45. The Columbia and Greenville Road be- 
iongs tothe Richmond and Danville combination, 
and is operated in its interests. Gen. T. M. Logan 
and W. P. Clyde, of New-York, are two of its most 
prominent Directors. 


SPRINGFIELD, lll., Sept. 29.—An opinion 
was rendered yesterday by the Illinois Supreme 
Court ina case involving the question as to the 
power of the State Legislature to regulate the 
rates charged by railroad companies for freights 
carried to points outside of Illinois, and whether 
the act prohibiting unjust diserimination in such 
rates is not ia contravention of the Constitution of 
the United States. The case was one in which 66 
per cent. greater rate was charged for hauling 
freight from Gilman to New-York than from Peoria 
to New-York, although the distance from Peoria is 
greater by 86 miles. It was held by the court that 
the eharge was unjust, excessive, extortionate, and 
unlawful, and, in effect, the court upholds the au- 
thority of the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners to regulate the freight charges from points 
in Lilinois to points eutside the State. 


Norwicu, Conn., Sept. 29.—Judge Hovey, 
after a full hearing, occupving nearly two days, at 
New-London, this afternoon, by an oral decision, 
dissolved all the injunctions against the lease of 
the Boston and New-York Air Line Railroad Com- 
pany to the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company.

SAD ACCIDENT IN ALBANY. 


A. J. PARKER, Jh., AND TWO LADIES 
INJURED AND MRS. LEWIS RATHBONE 
KILLED 


ALBANY, Sept. 29.—Col. A. J. Parker, Jr., 
took his wife, her sister-in-law, Mrs. Strong, from 
the South, and Mrs, Lewis Rathbone, of this city. 
fora pleasure drive this afternoon ina two-seated 
open carriage. As the party was returning home, 


soon after 6 o’clock, one of the horses became 
frightened in State-street, below the park. by the 
breaking of a portionjof the harness and began to 
run. Col. Parker, who is a firm horseman, was un- 
able to contro! the horses, and when they 
reached Swan-street. a distance of two 
biocks, they were going at a_ terrific pace. 
At the corner the carriage ran against 
the lamp-post, throwing Col. Parker out. The col- 
lision also broke one of the hind wheels. A few 
feet further Mrs. Parker was hurled to the ground, 
and 80 feet beyond the two other ladies were 
dashed against a tree and the adjacent curbstone. 
The horses continued in their flight for a quarter 
of a block more, when they ran intoacellar and 
were captured uninjured. Mrs. Rathbone was car- 
ried into a neighboring house, where she gasped 
once and died. She was so terribly cut and bruised 
upon her head and face that even her intimate 
friends did not recognize her at first. Mrs. Parker 
and Mrs. Strong were severely bruised, but not se- 
riously injured. Col. Parker, whois a member of 
the Assembly from the Third District of this coun- 
ty. a former Colonel of the Tenth Regiment, and a 
member of the law firm of Parker & Courtryman, 
sustained a fracture of the skull and a compound 
fracture of one leg, and was badly cut on different 
parts of his body. Altbough his condition is con- 
sidered critical, the physicians think that his 
wounds will not prove fatal. The injured people 
belong tothe first families in the city, aud are 
widely connected. Mrs. Rathbone, who was the 
wife of a very wealthy citizen, was a leader in so- 
ciety, a lacy of fine character, kina heart, and be- 
nevolent spirit, and a warm farvorite with an 
extensive circle.

STAR SERVICE QUESTIONS 
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PURSUING INVESTIGATIONS OF 
FRAUD AND BRIBERY. 
TAKING TESTIMONY IN REGARD TO THE AF- 
FIDAVITS OF THE JURYMEN—TWO MORE 
FAILING CONTRACTORS — THE DUMMY 
BIDDER SYSTEM. 

Wasnineton, Sept. 29.—The Assistant 
District Attorney took additional depositions 
to-day relating to the star route bribery cases, 
and there is some hope that either the Attor- 
ney-General or some one connected with 
the prosecution in the recent trial will 
come to this city next week. Among 
the affidavits used as a basis for the 
investigation made in the District Attorney’s 
office are those of Dickson, Holmead, and 


Brown tending to affect employes of the De- 
partment of Justice, and of Doni han, relating 
to approaches made to him by Shaw et pe 
of ex-Senator Dorsey. The substance of these 
affidavits has been made public. The Assist- 
ant District Attorney has also in his posses- 
sion other affidavits which have not been 
published. It is known to some persons that 
among these are statements which may relate 
to bribery itself, instead of attempts to bribe. 
These statements were secured by officers of 
the Government. It is expected that the in- 
vestigation of the subject in the court will give 
to the public facts even more interesting than 
those already known. Nothing seems to have 
been heard of Henry A. Bowen, accused by 
Dickson of having offered him $25,000 in be- 
half of the Government, to vote for conviction. 
Itis said that Mr. Bowen was appointed a 
temporary agent of the department on the day 
before the alleged interview with Dickson, 
sy the recommendation of the Secretary of 
War and Gen, Crook. The investigations will 
probably show for what purpose Mr. Frank 
H, Fall was employed by the Department of 
Justice and the circumstances under which his 
term of service came to an end, on or about 
July 17. 

The Post Office Department has: declared 
Albert E. Boone a failing contracter on star 
routes in the city of Boston. His contracts. 
there were for the performance of mail mes- 
senger service, and his annual pay was $23,- 
000. It is said that Mr. Boone took this 
service at too smail a price for profit,,and 
it is understood that the pay given to 
the contractor who has been engaged to doi the 
work temporarily until the service can be 
regularly let under competition, is at the rate 
of about $40,000 per annum. Mr. Boone, who 
was an important witness in the star route 
trial, holds 300 or 400 star routes, and the de- 
partment will make good the loss on the Bostor 
service by taking from the pay on 
the others. Mr. Boone is an experienced 
contractor, but his indictment in the straw 
bond cases has caused him some inconvenience. 
His routes are short ones, and they were not 
affected by expedition. The department re- 
ports that his service in the past has been well 
performed. A new contract for the Boston 
service will be awarded on Jan. 1. Edward 
Gannon, contractor, of Philadelphia, held 
the contract for mail messenger service 
in Cincinnati, and he has recently been de- 
clared a failing contractor. Gannon’s pay was 
$6,770 per annum, and the department is now 
paying for temporary service at the rate of 
$14,000. Gannon also has the mail messenger 
service in Philadelphia, where he is said to be 
doing satisfactory work. 

These two failures may, in the course of 
time, direct attention once more to the evils of 
straw-bidding. Mr. James earnestly asked 
Congress to legislate against this evil but 
Congress paid no attention to his communica- 
tion.

THE STORMS RAVAGES AT LONG BRANCR. 

Lone Branca, Sept. 29.—The heavy winds 
from the north-west have done much to reduce the 
tide, and it is believed that the memorable Sep- 
tember gale, which has worked such terrible rav- 
ages along the coast for 10 Ways, has terminated. 
Last night’s tide made a great rent in the road-bed 
of the New-Jersey Southern Railroad between Sea- 


bright and the Highlands, where the road runs ou 
a narrow strip of sand that divides the ocean and 
Navesink River. For several days the read stood 
the battlement of the sea and tide. although ali 
travel was stopped because of pyramids of sand 
thrown up on the track. There is now ne 
boat communication with Sandy Hook from New- 
York, and persons desiring to reach New-York 
have to drive over to Branchport or Little Silver 
where connection is made with the New-York and 
Long Branch Division of the Central tailroad of 
New-Jersey. The bluff infront of all of the hotels 
except the West End Hotel is torn away, and the 
damage is almost irreparabie. A little army of 
men last night with sand-bags watched the mag- 
nificent lawn and bluff fronting the West End Ho- 
tel. and the precaution saved thousands of dollars, 
worth of property. At Morgan Station and Cliff- 
wood the washout that since Saturday has dis- 
abled the south-bound track of the New-York and 
Long Branch Ratlroad was repaired to-day, and all 
trains are running on regular time. At the mouth 
of Chesapeake Creek lies the remains of a large 
canal-boat which had the temeritv to anchor in 
Rahway River, and last night was lifted up by the 
surging tide and cast against the’stone wall that 
protects the railroad track. In the inundated dis- 
trict of South Amboy there is much suffering 
among the poor tenants, whose little huts are 
flooded. ‘The damage at Ocean Grove, Sea Girt, 
and Spring Lake is very heavy, and at the lower 
terminus of the New-Jersey Southern Railway the 
washouts have delayed all trains connecting af 
Red Bank for New-York.

AND GENTLEMEN 
LIQUOR-LAW 
BounpD Broox, N. J., Sept. 29.—This place 
nas been interested this week in an affair in the 
Somerset County Court, which is the outcome of a 
practical joke perpetrated by a genius whose abil- 
ity is squandered upon the dull details of the un- 
dertaking business. The matter originated in an 
endeavor of the Bound Brook Law and 
Order League to enforce the State laws 
against illegal liquor-selling. The League made 
complaint to the County Prosecutor, againet cer- 


tain persons for violations of the laws in question, 
and had subpcenas issued summoning a number of 
Jound Brook people to appear before the Grand 
Jury and give evidence as to the alleged violations. 
One of those subpcenaed was an undertaker, James 
Patrick Bush. Bush did not relish the action 
of the league, and to ‘“‘get square’’ with it he con- 
eeived and carried out what ho calls a practical 
joke upon those interested in the league—aithough 
ut vresent the joke seems to have been more 
upon Bush than upon any one else. Ho went to 
the prosocutor and represented that he wanted 
to enter complaint before the Grand Jury against 
Thomas Ready, Patrick Connelly, and A. Pender- 
grass for violating the Liquor laws. He was given 
an order directing the County Clerk to issue 
subpmpas to persons whom Bush desired 
as witnesses. Subpmnas were accordingly 
issued and served upon the following ladies and 
gentlemen of this place, all of whom wove inthe 
highest society. and know as little about the 
alleged unlicensed saloons as though they ved a 
hundred miles from Bound Brook: George Lamont, 
John Smalley, Peter V. Bergen, Mrs. Agnes Libby, 
John Bush, William W. Smalley, Francis S. Carr, 
William H. Ayers, Joseph Carr, Adam Delman. D. 
V. Bergen, Jacob K. DeMott, Edwin A. Redfield, 
John Sebring, Mrs, Charles Tappan, Mrs. Turner, 
Mrs. Lyors, R. Lamb, L. D. Cook, Miss Florence 
Redfield, Isaac McCord, John Merlette, Jr.. John 
7 ee B. W. Duhning, Mrs. A. R. Libby, Charles 
ibby. 

Naturally the parties thus subpoenaed were in- 
dignant, and especially so as some of the ladies 
were made ill by fright and annoyance at tho 
“joke.” Last week Mr. R. VY. _ Lindabury 
calied the matter to the attention of the court 
at Somerville, aud presented affidavits showing 
that Bush had confessed that he had secured the 
subpoenas and caused them to be served simply to 
annoy those whom he imagined were instituting 
suits for violations of the _ license law. 
Judge Magie promptly ordered Bush to be 
brought before the court to show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt. The matter 
was staved oif for several days on the plea that 
Bush was ill with malaria, but on Monday he ap- 
peared in court accompanied by ex-Con- 
gressman Clark and Assemblyman John 
Schorup as counsel, ‘They insited that Bush 
should be examined by written interrogatories and 
not orally, and the court assented, In the after- 
noon Bush had aseries of writtea answers pre- 

ared, and as the questions were put he read 
nis answers, semetimes making a mistake and 
reading the wrong one, greatly to the amusement 
of those in the court-room. This became so ludi- 
crous that the court finally insisted upon bis mak- 
ing intelligent answers to the questions as pat. 

Bush acknowledged in his answer that he had 
secured the eee S the subpoenas, He gave vari- 
ous answers as to his reasons for serving a writ 
npon each of the persons mentioned abeve. 

rs. R. Lamb was the wifo of a temperance man 
and “ would be likely to know something about 
the saloons in Bound Brook.” In Miss 
Redfield’s case, he “had nothing against 
her, but her mother had talked against 
him in the women's meetings.”” Some of 
the ladies ‘* passed saloons occasionally and ought 
to know about them.”

NOUNCE THE RAILROAD PEOPLE, 

THE MANAGEMENT OF THE NEW-YORK, 
NEW-HAVEN AND HARTFORD ROAD PRO- 
NOUNCED INEFFICIENT—A SPEEDY REI- 
FORM DEMANDED—SYMPATHY WITH THE 
INJURED. 

A hand-bill, printed in big black type, with 
flaring head !ines, which called for*an indignation 
meeting to protest against the management of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad, 
taking the recent accideut in the tunnel in this City 
for a text, was widoly distributed in New-Ro- 
chelle in the early part of the week, and brought 
several hundred determined citizens of that hamlet 
to the Town Hall last evening. The meeting was 
largely made up of gentlemen who hold commuta- 
tion tickets and travel on the New-York, New- 
Iiaven and MHartford Railroad between New- 
Rochelle and this City every day, and who pro- 
fessed to feel that their lives were jeopardized 
every time they passed through the tunnel. Tho 


citizens also complain that the trains do not run on 
time, that they are too infrequent, and are run at 
inconvenient hours. Col. Richard Latherts was 
elected Chairman. He said that the meeting was 
called for no less serious a purpose than the pro- 
tection of their own lives and those of their fami- 
lies. The New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad was their only means of connection be- 
tween New-lochelle and New-York, and if that rall- 
road neglected to take mexsures for the safety of its 
vassengers their lives were continually in dangor. 
ti was to be regretted very much that the Legisla- 
ture had not proper supervision over the railroads, 
and if they were not careful whom they elected to 
represent them in the Legislature they would soon 
bave the railroads ruling them altogether. It was the 
habit of all the railroad officials so soon as a man 
Was elected to the Legislature to sé6ud him a pass 
over their roads, and it was not to be expected 
that a man so subsidized should vote against 
the railroads. It was necessary for them 
to express themselves in this matter very calmly 
and very firmly, ana they ought to require every 
candidate for the Legislature to pledge himself to 
protest their rights before the railroads, and to 
bind bimself not to accept passes from them, which 
would place him, at least, under some obligation. 
The object of the meeting was to call public; at- 
tention to the rights and duties of the railroads. A 
railroad was not a private institution like a bank, 
for under the laws of the State it owed 
its first duty to the passengers. The New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad had recently 
chanzed its management and began to think of 
economy, although it was then paying its stock- 
holders a dividend of 10 per cent. The eeonomy 
resulted in the terrible disaster in the tunnel), for one 
man had to do the work of three on the trains, and 
the water-boys were obliged to act as brakemen. 
Up tothe time of the present administration the 
railroad had been mamaged with great skill and 
safety, and had been runon such perfect time that 
the village people set their clocks by the 
trains. Now all was changed, The trains ran 
irrecularly and were so crowded, both ways, that 
half of the passengers wero obliged to stand up in 
the cars the entire distance between Now-Rochelle 
and New-York. These evils orght to be suppressed, 
and it would be thelr own fault if they 
were not. He would suggest that a series 
of strongly worded resolutions be adopted, 
which should ask the assistance of the 
courts and the Legislature in obtaining their rights. 
He would also advise the appointment of a com- 
mittee to get the other towns along the route of 
the railroad to unite with them and ascertain if 
they had any rights which the railroad was bound 
to respect. 

Messrs. A. B. Miller, Jobn Wellwarth, L. D. Hunt- 
iogdon, W. F. Harrison, and L. M. Davenport 
were thon appointed a committee to draft 
resolutions. The venerable George D. Siekles, 
of New-Rochelle, was called upon. They 
were met, he seid, to give their 
views in regard to the manner in whieh they had 
been treated for years by a corporation which had 
no soul, nu body, and no feeling. They were all 
obliged to use the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Ratlroad to go to and from New- 
York, and it was time to fight for their 
rigbts in earnest, which were due them 
from this road. Mr. Sickles said that between the 
hours of 6 In the morning and 12 at midnight 192 
truins passed through the Fourth-avenue tunnel, 
where the recent terrible accident occurred, and 
that when a railroad company so far forgot 
the safety of their passengers as to furnish 
them no protection from broken heads, broken 
legs and broken arms, mingled with broken cars, 
broken engines, and dead men, women, and chil- 
dren, it was time for the passengers to act. Mr. 
Sickles then read a vigorous denouncement of the 
railroad management, and suggested that a copy 
be sent to the President of the road, and that he 
be tanght that if he was going to govern the whole 
western part of Westchester County, he must at 
least guard life and limb. 

Mr. Sickles was followed by Frank Dupignac, 
who condemned the policy of the road In erono- 
mizing by decreasing the number of employes 
and making boys do the work of mon. ‘The 
Rev. C. E. Lindsey said he had traveled in 
other countries and ali over this country, 
aud if there was another tunnel in the world so 
dark and narrow, through which so many 
trains were run, as that through which 
they were obiiged to pass in order to 
reach New-York, he had never heard of 
it. Joseph Weod, of Mount Vernon, then told 
the story of the tunnel accidentand the effect it 
produced in that village. He considered the Grand 
Central Depot too small forthe number of trains 
it was obliged to accommodate, and suggested 
some improvements in the mothod of ventilating 
and lighting the tunnel. 

The Chairman of the committee then introduced 
the following resolutions in a long speech, in which 
he complained of the state of the New-Kochelle 
depot and the general management of the railroad, 
whose history he reviewed from its organization: 

Resolved, That tho sense of this meeting ts thata 
committee be appointed to invita the co-operation of 
other towns aiong the line of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad in this move. 
ment for the reform of the glaring abuses 
that exist In the management of tho 
said road, and to enter Into correspondence with 
them for this purpose. That the satd committee, to 
consist of five persons to be named by the Chair, 
enter at once upon their duties and report at some 
subsequent meeting to be called by the Chair when 
notified to do so by the commuttec. 

The resolutions were adopted with much enthusi- 
asm. A manroseinthe baok part of the hall and 
sald there two monon the Coroner’s jury which 
had been impaneled to ‘‘sit upon” the vie- 
tims of the tunnel disaster whom he would 
like to inquire about. One of their names was 
Cogan, wad he wished to know if that was the 
same Cogan who did the upholstering of the Wag- 
ner palace cars. The other was Alexander M. 
Webb, and he would like to know if he was the 
Alexander M. Webb who was a son-in-law of Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt. Reselutions of sympathy to the 
relatives of those who were killed in the tunnel 
disaster, expresaing hope for the speedy recovery 
of the injured, were adopted. Messrs. A. B. Miller, 
John Willmarth, L. V. Huntington, W. F. Harri- 
son, and Henry M. La Compte were appointed a 
committee to carry on the fight against the rail- 
roads, with the neighboring towns. 
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THE NATIONAL LIRERAL LEAGUE. 

Sr. Louris, Sept. 20,—The sixth annual con- 
vention of the National Liberal League met here 
this morning. Inthe absence of T. B. Wakeman, 
of New-York, the President, and the Hon. Elizur 
Wright, of Boston, First Vice-President, Mrs. 
Juliet Severance, of Milwaukoe, took the chair. 
About 80 delegates were in attendance. No regu- 


lar programme for the morning session having been 
arranged, impromptu addresses were called for. 
W. T. Doty spoke in behalf of a secular benevolent 
association; A. b. Severance sketched the historv 
of the Sunday law movement in Milwaukee: W. 
H. Hall, of New-Burnside, lil., reviewed the )his- 
tory of liberalism; FH. Hf. Longley, of St. Louls. 
spoke on the same eubject, and N. D. Moore, ot 
Adrian,Mioh., arrainged the prohibitionists and the 
Church. The meeting then adjourned until this 
afternoon. The sessions will continue to-morrow 
and Sunday. President Wakeman arrived during 
the morning meeting.

I WAYS OF LIFE IN CEYLON 


— 
PROF, HAHUKEL’S RECORD OF HIS 
OWN EXPERIENCES THERE. 

THE BEAUTIFUL VILLA OF WHIST BUNGA- 
LOW-—LAND-CREATING ACTIVITY OF THE 
MANGROVES—SPLENDOR OF THE FLORA 
—S8AD EFFECTS OF THE CLIMATE ON A 


DRES#S-COAT AND A CAMERA OBSCURA, 
From the London Daily News. 

Prof. Ernest Haeckel, in his third “ Journey 
Letter” tothe Deutsche ‘undschau, after describ- 
ing his arrival in Ceylon and its capital, Colombo, 
goes on to give an account of his stay with Mr, 
Stipperger, the Ausirian Lloyd's agent, in his 
beautiful villa of Whist Bungalow, and to pro- 
nounce a criticism on the English mode of life in 
Ceylon. He says: “The charming villa of 
Colombo, where I stayed the first two weeks in 
Ceylon, lies at the northern end of the city, or 
rather of the suburb Mutwal, in an angle formed by 
the sea andthe mouth of the river Kelany-Ganga. 
From Colombo, through the Pettah (native quarter) 
and neighborheod it takes fully an hour to reach 
Whist Bungalow. The solitary situation of the 
villa, in the midst of lovely scenery, far from the 
busy city and its public gardens, is one of the 
sources of the peculiar charm which the 
quiet country house at once exercised upon me. 
Whist Bungalow tormerly was merely a small, 
simple house, hidden in a thick shrubbery. It was 
enlarged and transformed into a stately country 
house by a later proprietor, Mr. Morgan, an adyo- 
cate. Mr. Morgan was a man of pleasure and spent 
the greater part of his fortune in beautifying the 
villa—the little ‘‘ Miramare” of Ceylon—in a man- 
ner worthy of its charming situation. The large 
garden was planted with the most splendid trees 
and ornamental shrubs. A noble colonnads and 
airy veranda rose round the enlarged house, and 


the lofty saloons within were luxuriously furnished. 
For many years dinners and evening parties 
succeeded each other, much more briliiant—if not 
so noisy and merry—than the drinking-bouts of the 
whist-playing officers. It seems, however, that 
Mr. Morgan's colossal expenditure, and his Lucul- 
lian mode of life, at last execeded even his large 
income, for on his death his creditors seized on the 
villa, and were glad that its sale by auction re- 
stored to them at least a portion of their money. 
But now came a turning-point in the history of the 
beautiful villa, and its new proprietor had not 
much pleasure in his possession. For the legend 
ran that the ghost of Mr. Morgan, who had died 
suddenly, haunted the house every night. At 12 
o'clock, whether moonlight or not, there was 
heard a terrible noise; white ferms gliidea 
through the spacious chambers, winged spirits 
flitted through the columned kalls, and forms 
with glowing eyes wandered on the roof. Mr. 
Morgan, as chief spirit, was said to lead 
the ghastly troop So Whist Bungalow 
had remained long uninhatited when my 
friend Stipperger heard of it, and on seeing it at 
once determined to hire it. Hut at first not a ser- 
vant could be persuaded to live in the ill-famed 
house, That was only possible when the supposed 
ghosts had been proved to be of zoological 
origin. On the first night of taking possession Mr. 
Stipperger waited for the spirits, armed with gun 
and pistols, and, as was to be expected, they 
turned out, on being shot, to be flesh and blood 
animals not the leastakin to Mr. Morgan, but wild 
cats, bandica rats, and flying foxes, (/teropus.) 
The scrup.es of the most timid of domestics were 
thus overcome, and Mr. Stipperger confidently 
took up his abode in the solitary villa.

‘* Long before dawn the fisher familles assemble 
to take thelr morning bath in the river. Then 
comes the turn of the horses and oxen. Industri- 
ous Washerwomen are often employed all day 
long in beating linen on flat stones and spreading 
iton the shore to dry. Numerous fishing boats 
pass to and fro, and whon the fishermen draw 
them upon the land in the evening and spread 
the large, square sails todry, the tongue of land, 
with its long row of reposing boats, forms an un- 
common end picturesque scene, especially when 
the evening breeze swells the sails and the 
setting sun dips into the sea, pouring 
over the whole a ficood of glittering gold, 
orange, and purple. My friends informed me 
that this sandy piece of land frequentiy 
changes its form in the course of years. I+ is, 
in fact, a moving bar, such as are found at the 
mouths of all the larger riversin Ceylon. The 
Kelany-Ganga, rushing wildly from the mountains, 
brings with ita mass of sand and stones, and as 
the abundant rains daily carry into it a quantity of 
earth and mud duringits slower course through 
the plain, considerable banks are formed at its 
mouth in avery shorttime. These banks alter in 
shape and size according as the various streams of 
the river seek their way hither and thither through 
the flat delta. Itis said that formerly the chief 
mouth of the Kelany was four miles further south, 
in Cinnamon-gardens. The lagoons there left, and 
still in connection with the river by means of small 
channels, are the remnants of that former mouth, 
so that the greater part of the city of Colombo lies 
on the old delta. The picturesque bar now exactly 
opposite Whist Bungalow has alternately been con- 
nected with the firm land at its northern and sonth- 
ern points, and the wooded isiand opposite has 
sometimes been a peninsula and then again an 
island. 

“ The coast of this island, like the shore of the 
garden next tothat of Whist Bungalow, is thickly 
grown with mangroves, and I had the pleasure of 
observing with my own eyes the remarkable land- 
creating activity of this most important and char- 
acteristic of tropical growths. The trees compre- 
hended under the name of mangrove belong to 
very different species and families, (Rhizophora, 
Sonneratia, Lomintzera, Avicennia, &c.,) but they 
all agree in thelr peeuliar form of growth and con- 
sequent typical physiognomy; thick and bushy 
crowns of leaves resting on a thick trunk, and 
this trunk again resting on a mass of 
naked many-branched roots, rising from six 
to eight feet above the surface of the 
water. Between the forked branches of this 
thick dome of roots is collected the mud and 
sand brought down by tne river, and deposited on 
{ts banks, and especially at its mouth, and thusa 
forest of mangroves favors greatly the increase of 
the firm land. But at the same time many organic 
substances, such as dead animals and plants, are 
caught and decay among the entangled roots, and 
aro the cause of dancerous fevers. This is not the 
case, however, with most of the mangrove woods 
of Ceylon, and the Kelany is free from fever, as 
well as the lagoonsof Colombo, The reason of this 
exemption is probably that the frequent and 
copious falls of rain often renew the water, and 
wash away the decaying substances before they 
bave any bad effect. 

‘* The garden itself, under the tasteful care of Mr. 
Stipperger, has become asmall Ceylon paradise, 
and contains representatives of almost all the 
most important speoles of the flora of the island, 
forming not only a pleasure-ground rich in fiower 
and scent, but also an instructive botanical garden. 
The very first morning, when, drunk with delight, I 
wandered under the shade of palms and figs. 
bananas and acacixzs, I gained an excellent insight 
into the composition of the flora of the plains. 
First in rank comes the noble family of palms 
with their stately valuable trunks; cocos 
and talipot, areca and ~borassus, caryota 
and palmyra, then the splenaid light-creen 
bananas, with their deligate but gigantic 
fronds split by the wind, and valuable golden 
fruit. Besides different species of the common 
banena (Usa sapientum,) our garden coxtains a tall 
and magnificent specimen of the strange, fan- 
shaped ‘“‘tree of the traveler” from Madagascar 
(Urania speciosa.) It stands where the principal 
pathway branches off on the left to a splendid ex- 
ample of the sacred fig tree (Ficus bongaicusia.) 
‘This latter, with its pendant airroots, is very curi- 
ous; many beautiful Gothic archesopen between 
these roots, which support the trunk like columns. 
Other trees belonging to different groups (termina- 
lie, laurels, myrtles, fronwood trees, breadfruit 
trees, &c.) are enveloped by splendid creeping 
plants, and overgrown with the lanas that 
play such a chief part in the flora of Cey- 
lon; for the fullness of life and constant 
damp, heat has such an_ effect that in 
the densest forests a crowd of the most various 
plants struggle upward toward the light and air. 
a the other ornaments of the garden I will 
specially mention the large-leaved callas or Aroida, 
and the beautiful feathery ferns, two very impor- 
tant groups, both for the quantity of examples and 
the beauty and size of their fronds. Then there 
are still many of the most magnificent tropical 
leaf-and-blossom plants, which, partly indigenous 
to the island, partly from other tropical regions— 
for example, South America—thrive here ex- 
cellently. Above them towers the stately hi- 
biscus, with it large yellow-and-red fiowers; 
acacias with masses of beautiful fire-colored blos- 
soms, ( Cesalpinia,) and mighty tamarinds with their 
aromatio flowers; while from the branches hang 
climbing thunbergias with gigantic violet-colored 
bells, and aristolochiz with large yellow and brown 
funnel-shaped flowers. Many rubiacez, lilies, and 
orchises show particularly large and beautiful 
blossoms. But 1 wiilnot fatigue the reader with 
vain attempts to give some ideaof theconfusing 
splendor of the tropical Indian flora of Ceylon; 
rather will I confine myself to the remark that on 
the first morning I ran from one plant to another, 
unable to decide to which of these wonders I 
should dedicate a closer examination. How scant 
and poor seemed now all that I had lately so muc 
admirea in Bombay. * * * 

“The ants are chief among the insects on ac- 
count of their enormous quantity, from the mi- 
nutest to the most gigantic especies; then the ill- 
famed termites, or so-called ‘white ants;” other 
Hymenoplere (wasps and bees) are very numerously 
represented, as well as the Diniere (gnats and files.): 
But just that order of insects which contains the 
most beautiful and largest forms—that is, beetles 
and butterflies—are not present as richly as one 
would expect from the richness of the flora. The 
Orthoptere, however, (grasshoppers, crickets, &c..) 
are very various and remarkable. The spiders 
aeons i are very interesting, from the tiny 
mites and ticks up to the enormous bird-spiders and 
scorpions, The nearly related centipedes or Myria- 
pod@ are very numerous and represented by colos- 
sal forms, often a foot long; they aro greatly 
feared on account of their poisonous bite. Isaw a 
few splendid examples in the garden of Whist- 
Bungalow the very first morning, but had then no 
time to study the animal, sofmuch was I attracted 
by the vegetable, world. How willingly would I 
have dedicated months and years to the study for 
which I had only 2 few weeks at command! The 
Indian sun shone in the cloudless deep-blue sky 
with a splendor almost too strong for any poor 
northern eyes, and the heat would have been un- 
bearable nad it not been tempered by the cool 
breeze from the sea. It was the 2d of Novem- 
ber, my dear father’s birthday, who had died, at 
the age of 96 years, 10 years ago. Therefore, 
had he still lived. he wouid this very dav have 


celebrated his one = birthday, and as it 
was from him that I had rited my great delight 
in nature, (ani particularly in beautiful trees,) I 
was overcomy with a peculiarly soles.n and joyous 
feeling. and looked upon these unusually delicious 
hours as a special birthday gift. Such enjoyment 
of nature has the invaluable merit, above all ar- 
tistic and other pee wpe that it can never tire, 
and we return to it again ana again with renewed 
sympathy and increasing understanding the older 
one grows. So this morning walk iu the garden 
of Whist-Bungalow and vicinity, now on the river 
bank, now on the sea-shore, was rereated aS, long 
as I staid, and I took leave of it on the 10th of last 
March, my last morning in Ceylon, with the feeling 
of having lost a paradise. * * 

“The effect of the tropical heat upon European 
articles of produce, as well as upon those indige- 
nous to Ceylon, cannot be imagined by Europeans 
athome, When | began to unpack my chests and 
boxes of Instruments and other things, what a con- 
dition they were in! All the steel and iron parts 
of the scientific instruments were rusty, the little 
screws lio longer worked smoothly; all the books 
and papers, as well as articles of leather, were 
damp and covered with mold; and, what partieu- 
larly vexed me, my famous black tail-coat, which 
has to play as great a part in Ceylon society asin 
England, was quite white! It and all other clothes 
were covered over and over with the prettiest 
forms of mold, which only disappeared after many 
days’ drying in the sun. <A_ special “ clothes- 
boy” is kept in all the European houses 
of Colombo, whose duty it is to dry 
in the sun daily all the clothes, beds 
linen, and other things. But the worst was when i 
found that my new photographic camera obscura, 
which had beer made by one of the first Berlin 
firms out of so-called ** perfectly dry” wood, had 
become utterly useless from the distortion of its 
wooden parts. Even the lids of my boxes would 
no longer fit. My pulverised gum was melted into 
a mass almost like cement, and out of my pepper- 
mint lozenge boxes, when opened, flowed a sweet 
syrup. The papers of Brause-pulves were still more 
surprising; the powder in the blue papers had quite 
disappeared, and that inthe white had altogether 
altered its nature. With all this, the few months 
spent in Ceylon were part of the so-called ** dry pe- 
riod,” that of the north-east monsoon, which blows 
from November til! April. What must it be like dur- 
ing the “ wet’ period, when the rainy south-east 
monsoon blows from Muy to October? My friends in- 
formed me that then all men renounce the idea of 
keeping anything dry, and that the water literall 
runs down the walis within the houses. That suc 
a damp hot climate, so different from that of Con- 
tral Europe, must have a peeuliar effect on human 
organisms accustomed to the latter, is self evident, 
and likewise that the struggle against this adverse 
climate forms the daily eubject of convervation. I 
I must confess that at first [ was rather anxious. 
During the first days in Colombo I felt the discom- 
fort and suffering unavoidably connected with the 
change of climate rather strongly, particularly in 
the hot nights, when the temperature seldom fell 
below 20° Reaumur, while in the day in the shade 
it rose often to 28°. 

** But the second week was far more bearable 
than the first, and afterward, even on the south 
coast, near the fifth degree, south latitude, I never 
suffered the sleepless nights and exhausted days I 
had passed at Colombo. Under these circum- 
stances the dally bath is the greatest refreshment. 
I took a bath twice a day—early in the morning 
and before noon—and while in the South I added a 
third beferedinner. Then I adopted the usual cos- 
tume of tre Europeans, made of thin white cotton, 
with a net shirt under the light jacket. The com- 
mon Sola hat, which I had bought at Port Said 
for 3f., was invaluable. By using these pre- 
cautions I kept in good health the whole 
of my; stay in Ceylon, in spite of, perhaps just 
on account of, my taking abundant exercise 
and going out of doors even during midday. But 
1 lived much more temperately than is usual with 
Europeans in Ceylon, and did not take half the 
quantity of meat and drink absorbed by most 
Enzlishmen there. When, after a few years’ resl- 
dence, they complain of affections of the stomach 
and liver. I believe the fault lies less in the climate 
than jn the want of exercise and luxurious living. 
They often eat and drink twice or thrice as mueh 
as is necessary to sustain a healthy man, eating be- 
sides heavy, greasy meats, and drinking hot spir- 
ituous liquors. In this respect they form the great- 
est contrast with the simple mode of life of the 
natives, who generally eat only rice and curry, or 
at most a little additional fruit, while they drink 
palm wine or water. 

“In Ceylon, as probably in most parts of India, 
the daily order of the meals of Europeans is as fol- 
lows: On rising, tea and biscuits, bread, with eggs 
or marmalade, bananas, mangoes, pineapples, and 
other fruit. At10 comes the so-called breakfast— 
according to our Ideas, a complete dinner of three 
or four courses, fish, brolled fowl, beefsteak, and 
the never-missing rice, with eurry, strongly spiced. 
Then at 1 tollows the third meal, or ** tiffin,’ con- 
sisting of tea or beer, with cold meat, bread and 
butter, and jam. Many people take tea again at 3 
or4inthe afternoon. inally, at 7:30 or 8 comes 
the principal meal, or dinner, consisting of 
four to six courses, like the most opu- 
lent dinner in Europe—soup, fish, different 
ineats, curry and rice again, sweet puddings, 
fruit, &c. These meals are accompanied by various 
wines, or strong beer imported from Engiand; lat- 
terly, the much lighter and wholesomer Vienna 
beer. In some houses, however, part of these 
meals are omitted; but in general the eatingin 
India must be eharacterized as too rich, especially 
when compared with the simple and frugal diet of 
Southern Europe. This is also the opinion of some 
old Englishmen, who have led an exceptionally 
frugal and simple life, and therefore, in spite of 20

their health without interruption.” 
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ARTHUR AND SHERMAN.

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A VERY SUGGESTIVE COMPARISON.

Of theamounts raised by their hightaxes 
the Democratic Legislatures appropriated $16,135 17 
to the State educational institutions. Of the 
amounts raised by low taxes the Republican Legis- 
latures have appropriated $1,664,277 283 to such in- 
stitutions. For the support of penal and reforma- 
tory institutions the Democrats appropriated $258,- 
778 97, and the Republicang $2,018,869 39. For the 
care of the deaf, dumb, blind, and insane, the Dem-: 
ocrats appropriated $29,762 60, and the Republicans 
$3,540,595 35. The Democrats paid as interest. 
on the trust funds fer the support of educa- 
tion $1,236,882 81, and the Republicans $5,421,- 
266 01. In other words, the Democrats, with high 
taxation, paid but very little for the educational, 
penal, and reformatory institutions which are now 
the glory of the State, and left the Government in- 
debt.

CONVICTED YET ACQUITTED

TRIED FOR SHOOTING A DAUGH. 
TER’S SEDUCER. 

END OF THE SOMERVILLE TRIAL—NOT GUII+ 
TY OF INTENT TO KILL, BUT OF ASSAULT 
AND BATTERY. 

SoMERVILLE, N. J., Sept. 29.—The greatest 
interest has been manifested here in the trial of 
Baker for shooting the sedueer of his daughter. 
The defense yesterday got before the jury the 
story of the wrong done the defendant’s family by 
Schenck, as told to defendant, and which had 
goaded him to fury. This evidence was let in un- 
der the theory that the news broken to defendant 


by his daughter had produced such a disturbance 
of - mind as to make inacase of temporary in- 
sanity. 

Dr. Crater testified that Mr. Baksr, after his in- 
jury in Texas two yes.s ago, and ufter a subse- 
quent attack of per fever, had «wot been tha 
same man, and in his opinion any sudden and in- 
tense excitement or great family trouble might de: 
velop a mental disease, but he was unwilling ta 
pass judgment upon the mental accountability of 
the man in any given case. His neighbors also tes- 
tified to his strange and nervous conduot during 
two years past. 

In summing up the case Mr. Hageman laid great 
atress upon the insanity plea, but his associate, Mr. 
Clark, rather took the ground that Baker supposed 
he was acting in self-defense from the knowledge 
he ap arm of Schenck habitually carrying a 

Istol. 

f This morning Justice Magie consumed three- 
quarters of an hour in an exhaustive charge to the 
jury. It leaned against the defense upon all legal 
points. It has been evident to ail from the begin- 
ning of this case that Justice Magie would allow 
no sympathy to sway his rulings. He saia: “It 
will not do to have it go forth as the law of this 
State that any man may take that law in his own 
hands and vindicate it with deadly weapons. If it 
is to be allowed that he may be Judge, jury, and 
executioner, then there are no safeguards to society 
and we do not live in a civilized community.” 

The jury were sent out at 12:8%o’clock. They 
were out four and a half hours, and returned a ver: 
dict acquitting Baker of fthe assault with intent te 
kill, and simply finding him guilty of a common as- 
sault and battery. This was a vietory for the de- 
fense, and almost equivalent to an acquittal. Itis 
understood that at firet the jury stood 10 in favor of 
entire acquittal to 2 for a conviction on the second 
count, but, after arguing the case over, it was 
thought best to find nim guilty on the unimportant 
count. 

The indictment against Schenck for conspiracy 
was necessarily laid over until next term, in con- 
ener of the inability of the court to sit and 

ear it.

Political gossips in Washington are proba- 
hdly right in crediting the men who en- 
gineered the nomination of Judge Foieur 
at Saratoga with a desire to get him out of 
the Treasury Department, and it is quite 
possible that this motive was a more active 
one than their desire to make him Govy- 
ernor of this State. But the arguments 
used to show the expediency of the 
immediate resignation of the Secretary of 
the Treasury will appear to the public to 
furnish the best possible reasons why he 
should remain where he is. That he is la- 
borious and painstaking, addicted to the 


most careful study of the multifarious details 
of his office, and resolutely opposed to 
any changes of whose justice he has not 
fully convinced himself, are surely marks of 
atype of administrator whichis suflicient- 
ly rare to be prized when we find it. Wasb- 
ington critics profess to find in Secretary 
FouGer an absence of the highest kind 
of administrative ability, but one need 
only pay some attention to the names 
that are mentioned as candidates for his 


place to see that it is his lack of the lower 
ind of administrative ductility which 1s his 


chief fault. Judge FoLtaer has made sacri- 
fices enough for his political friends. He 
would consult the public interest, whatever 
maybe said about his own, by retaining his 


position till summoned to quit it, 


According to Senator Harrison, of In- 
fliana, ex-Senator McDona.p, of taat State, 
is looming up as a possible Democratic can- 
didate in 1884. Mr. McDonatp is Chairman 


of the Indiana Democratic Central Com- 


mittee, and is working hard to secure vic- 


tory for his party, as his chances for the 
nomination would be slender if Indiana 
were to be carried by the Republicans this 
year. But the ex-Senator is not only 
an ambitious but an able man, and 
his conduct of the campaign may 
well be regarded with apprehension by Re- 
publicans. Nevertheless, as long as that 
enfant terrible of the Democratic Party, Sen- 
ator YVoorneEns, is allowed at large and un- 
muzzled the Republicans have reason to 
take courage. Mr. Voorngzs has been on 
nll sides of all questions, and has ex- 
hibited a fatal faculty for voting for 
all extravagant measures brought  be- 
fore Congress during his term. It is the 
habit of the admirers of ‘‘the Tall Sycamore 
pf the Wabash,” to refer to him as ‘the 
brilliant but erratic favorite son of Indiana.’’ 
But no brilliancy can possibly compensate 
Indiana Democrats for the indiscriminate 
damage which their Senator has wrought by 
his dashing recklessness. Chairman Mo- 
DonaLp cannot denounce ‘‘ Republican 
steals’? with much vigor when he kaows 
that Vooruess voted for all of them. 
Washington advices give a version of the 
Winnsborough incident in the South Carolina 
campaign which differs slightly from that 
received by way of Raleigh. The Green- 
back candidates for first and second places 
on the Independent ticket were not 
deterred from entering the town by 
the red-shirted rifle club that boarded 
the train, but Mr. R. D. Wurre, the candi- 
Bate for Lieutenant-Governor, was so horribly 
peared by his reception that he immediately 
bmk to bed. Mr. J. Henprrx MoLans, 
formerly a typical negro-hater, did attempt 
meeting. but was prevented 
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from speaking, and had to be led away 
by some friendly Democrats to a place of 
safety on the third story of a hotel.

A HALTING INVESTIGATION. 

A part of the Senate Insurance Committee 
of this State has been engaged for the last 
few days in investigating the National Trust 
Company Receivership, which serves to re- 
mind the public at least that this committee 
was charged so long ago as last March with 
the task of inquiring into Receivership 
It will be remembered that at 
about the same time the Assembly 


set its Insurance Committee a 
ilar task, but on some pretty 


tinct intimations that it was not going to 
work at it in good faith summarily dis- 
charged it from the consideration of the sub- 
ject and turned the matter over to a special 
committee. The latter made a prompt and 
energetic investigation of a number of cases 
and sent in a vigorous report. The result 
was a rather inadequate treatment of the 
subject by the Legislature, accompanied by 
a failure to administer a fitting rebuke for 
judicial laxity in the case of Judge Wusr- 
BROOK. Meantime, the Senate committee 
set to work to show how not to do it, 


There was from the first a vague distrust of 


the purposes of this committee. It held a 
number of meetings, mostly secret, but 
seemed to make no headway. Exactly what 
it was driving at did not appear, but it did 


not look as though its object was to uncover 


abuses and” provide for their remedy or 
prevention in the future. Latterly the com- 
mittee has shown signs of life again, but bas 
seemcd to be split up, and the only evidence 
of vigor or purpose has been displayed by 
three members who have taken up the case 
of the National Trust Company. Other 
members, or what purported to be the full 
committee but really amounted to less than 
a guorum, have been holding meetings and 
doing nothing at Albany. On Thursday 
there was a meeting of the fuli committee 
at the Metropolitan Hotel in this City, which 
appears somehow to have been called with- 
out the knowledge of the Chairman. It ap- 
proved of what had been done by the sub- 
committee here and appointed another sub- 
commitice to determine what more should 
be done. On the whole, what has been done 
amounts to very little, and there is not much 
ground for confidence regarding wiat is to 
be done. 

The one thing that the Senate committee 
has really got at is the case of the National 
Trust Company, of which Mr. Wiiuram J. 
Best was appointed Receiver in December, 
1877. Mr. F. N. Banas, counsel for Mr. 
Best, announced the novel doctrine yester- 
day that the Senate has no right or power 
to authorize an inquiry into the admin- 
istration of a trust which has been directed 
by a court and is in the hands of.a Receiver 
appointed bythe court. Perhaps the learned 
gentleman would not deny the authority of, 
the Legislature to inquire generally into the 
wubiect of Receiverahip abuses. but would 


abuses.

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claim that it must do so without touching 
any actual case, lest the sanctity of the ju- 
diciary should be called in question. On the 
other hand, it might be claimed that the con- 
duct of the judiciary itself may be a proper 
subject of investigation with a view to the 
remedy of abuses and wrongs. 

The National Trust Company was placed 
in the hands of a Receiver at a time when 
there appeared to be a sort of craze of in- 
solvency. There had been a long period of 
financial depression and it was attended by 
an abnormal development of mismanage- 
ment of corporate trusts or else it forced 
into the light an unusual amount of 
it which had become normal. The 
result was a general distrust and 4 
disposition to hurry into insolvency any 
concern whose weakness was disclosed. 
Advantage was taken of this state of things 
by a set of wreckers who managed, with the 
aid of official superintendents and courts, 
to make ‘‘a good thing” out of the settle- 
ment of the affairs of bankrupt institutions. 
The National Trust Company had certainly 
been grossly mismanaged and was in a state 
of financial weakness, but there was no need 
of throwing it into insolvency. It had vio- 
lated the law in putting a large part of its 
assets into securities of doubtful character; 
these were depressed in value and the capi- 
tal of the concern was impaired to the 
extent of $700,000. Mr. Berst, as a 
Special Examiner of the Bank Department, 
had made an alarming report of the condi- 
tion of its affairs, which frightened the de- 
positors, and the Trustees, who had systemat- 
ically neglected their duty in watching its 
interests, showed a surprising alacrity in 
throwing it into insolvency. It was practi- 
cally at their request that a Receiver was ap- 
pointed by Judge Donowun, and that Mr, 
Brst was selected for the position. 

The mismanagement of this particular Re- 
ceivershiy has some features peculiar to 
itself. At the time Mr. Bes, was appointed 
he appears to have been regarded as a good 
man for the place. His selection was asked 
for by a commitice of the Trustees and was 
approved by the Bank Superintendent, But 
his energy was displayed chiefly in hurrying 
the sale of depreciated securities for the pur- 
pose of getting rid of the claims of deposi- 
tors. It is a curious fact that the most prom- 
ising of these securities were bought by 
certain of the Trustees and held for 
their own benefit until their value 
rose. They made ‘‘a good thing’ of it, 
while the interests of the stockholders were 
sacrificed. The depositors indeed were paid, 
but the stockholders have been waiting until 
this day for a dividend and even for a meet- 
ing which Receiver Best promised to call 
for the consideration of their interests. The 
Receiver has gathered in large fees for a 
iong period and the favored Trustees have 
made money out of the discredited securities, 
and that is the net result of the Receivership 
beyond getting rid of the claims of deposi 
tors. The case has never been fully venti- 
lated, and it is to be hoped that the energetic 
end of the Senate committee will go to the 
bottom of it. 


DISARMING THE MACHINE. 

It ought to be evident to those who feel 
indignant at the recent fraudulent tricks by 
which the will of the Republicans of New- 
York has been defeated that they are the 
logical and necessary consequence of 4 sys- 
tem which must be broken up if the party 
is to have any security for the future.

would, at best, only render the ma- 
chine managers more cautious, and 


would leave them in undisputed posses- 
sion of all the resources necessary 
to again defeat the will of the party when 
occasion should require. Even the defeat of 


Judge FoLGeR as a candidate for Governor 
would but scratch the surface of the task 


presented to the party if it hopes to regain 
its former power and usefulness. 

The essential wrong done to the Republi- 
cans of New-York in the nomination of the 


present candidates for Governor and Lieuten- 
ant-Governor was in the intervention of the 


national Administration andthe use of Fed- 
eral patronage asa bribe to pervert the ac- 


tion of the voters. This bribe was em- 
ployed directly and indirectly, but always, 
in effect, corruptly. The fact that Judge 
FouGkrr was the candidate of the Adminis- 


tration would have been practically immate- 
rial if the Administration had not possessed 
and exercised its control over Federal 
offices to compel or induce respect for its 
preferences. The presentation of Judge 
FOLGER Was an unusual and flagrant abuse 
of Administration influence, because he was 
a member of the President’s Oabinet and 
the head of the department embracing the 
greatest amount of valuable patronage in 
the Union. It was still more intolerable be- 
cause it was intended to defeat the re-elec- 
tion of a Governor whom the party 
was bound by every consideration 
of policy and honor to continue in 
office. It was, moreover, a practical nulli- 
fication of the Constitution of the State, 
which had been framed for the precise pur- 
pose of giving the people the opportunity, 
of which the Administration deprived them, 
of retaining the services of an Executive of 
known fitness. And this was done largely 
to serve the purposes of a shameless stock 
gambler and avowed corruptionist. But 
the motive power of the machinery by 
which all this mischief was accomplished 
was the abuse of the Federal patronage, the 
employment of the President’s authority as 
to appointments and removals as a means of 
promoting political and factional ends. 

It is obvious that this grave and over- 
whelming power for evil cannot be destroyed 
until entrance to the civil service is made to 
depend upon ascertained merit, absolutely 
irrespective of the political standing of the 
applicants or of their personal backing. It 
equally obvious that for this purpose oren 
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competition and probation form the only 
adequate means. It is entirely useless to 
expect that the spoils principle can be de- 
feated in any system which gives weight to 
the recommendations of members of Con- 
gress or of politicians. It cannot be de- 
feated by a seven years’ tenure, or a life 
tenure, or by removal for cause only, or by 
any ingenious device regulating the ac- 
tion of the various departments and 
bureaus. These only render the service 
complicated and confused, and leave the 
politicians ample opportunity to exercise 
their power under various disguises, an op- 
portunity of which they will be prompt and 
untiring in availing themselves. The simple 
plan of open competition and probation dis- 
arms the enemy as completely as it is possi- 
ble to disarm him. It shuts out the favorites 
of the politicians. It makes the officials in- 
dependent, It removes all temptation and 
nearly all possibility for abuse in re- 
movals and promotions. It leaves all neces- 
sary play for the constitutional discretion of 
the appointing power. . Above all, it re- 
quires no minute legislative provisions to 
enforce it, or to maintain it in its integrity. 

Whatever, therefore, may be the decision 
of the honest Republicans who are outraged 
by the latest development of the tyranny and 
persecution of the machine as to the candi- 
date who has been forced upon them, they 
can obtain security for the future only by 
using their utmost influence and power to 
send to Washington men who are unre- 
servedly and without qualification comumit- 
ted to this plan of civil service reform. A 
determined effort will be made by the re- 
form associations to give the necessary or- 
ganization required for this purpose, and it 
should be firmly sustained throughout the 
State. Reform of the civil service is the one 
national issue now presented to the people of 
New-York, It is more important than any 
other, and it should control their action, 
without hesitation, in the Congressional 
elections.

A SHAM RHUNION. 

Now that the convocation of politic 
Democrats at Syracuse has dissolved with 
many and buoyant hopes, based on the al- 
leged reunion of the New-York City fac- 
tions, the grumblings that arise from both 
Tammany and Anti-Tammany are ili-timed, 
to say the least. To be sure, the County 
Democrats fought nobly to defend their po- 
sition; they fought with the determination 
of men who knew that the smallest conces- 
sion to Tammany would be fatal to har- 
mony. On the other hand, Tammany, al- 
though professedly obsequious and humble, 
was truculent and threatening in private. 
It was apparent to even a superficial ob- 
server that there could be no permanent 
peace patched up betwixt Tammany and 
Anti-Tammany, betwixt Joun KELLY and 
GUMBLETON on the one side and Epwarp 
Cooper and Husert O. THompson on the 
Nevertheless. the factions made a 
show of reunion, and both wings of the 
party are pledged to support CLEVELAND 
for Governor. 

It is in New-York City politics that the 
shoe pinches. Kruiy strove for recogni- 
tion by the Syracuse Convention, not be- 
cause he was anxious that Tammany Hall 
should be "‘ regular’’ sake of the 
party, wanted to trade in 
City politics with a clean bill of health from 
Democratic State The 
County wanted only to keep 
Tammany out in order that the enemies of 
‘Tammany should monopolize the spoils of 
local office. It is the fashion among the 
Manhattan Club, or ‘‘ swallow-tail’? Demo- 
crats, to talk much of the high principles 
involved in the struggle betwixt Tammany

TON’ reinstatement. GUMBLETON is KELLY’s 
pet grief. His being ousted from the office 
of County Clerk was an outrage to which 
Mr. JonN KELLY can never refer without 
signs of the deepest emotion. Come what 
will, in the next ‘‘ deal’’ in local politics, 
GUMBLETON must be put back into the 
County Clerk’s office. Whoever may es- 
cape, punishment most dire awaits HuBERT 
O. Tompson, who secretly and subterra- 
neously undermined the County Clerk’s 
office, took possession, and intrenched him- 
self, to the great grief and indignation of 
Joun Ketry and his following. 

The squabble over the appointment of 
Election Inspectors is only one of the sur- 


face indications of the internal commotion 
now in progress. As usual, Tammany has 


the lion’s share of the appointments, ‘‘ Union 
on the local ticket’’ means to Keniy noth- 
ing but a union on the ticket that he may 
produce. The County Democrats, as usual, 
have been cheated. In the allotment of ap- 
pointments of election officers the combined 
vote of Tammany and Irving Hall is esti- 
mated at 55,000, whereas it was really 8,000 
less than that. Thus, at its very first 
move, Tammany has cheated the County 
Democrats palpably and cunningly. If the 
pretended truce at Syracuse was really 
meant to last until after the November elec- 
tion, these dear friends would not now be 
quarreling over the appointments of Inspect- 
ors and Poll Clerks. One might suppose 
that the reunited Democracy would be so 
far able to trust each faction that there 
could be no possible suspicion of any at- 
tempt to cheat at the polls. But each 
watches the other with lynx-eyed vigilance. 
It is as if two ancient enemies, reunited 
with promises of eternal friendship, should 
each keep his pistol ‘‘ convenient’’ while he 
embraced in case of a sudden treachery on 
the other side. 

It is difficult to see how the County 
Democrats will make their way out of the 
very tight place in which they have been 
placed by the recognition of Tammany at 
Syracuse. There is no leader in the ranks 
of the County Democracy who is so bold, 
unscrupulous, and tricky as JoHN KELLY. 
We regret to say that there are among the 
Republican politicians not afew who will 
‘trade’? with Kettiy, but with whom no 
other variety of Democratic trader 
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has ever been able to make headway. 
The country Democrats, doubtless weary 
of the everlasting jangling of 
Tammany and Anti-Tammany, thought 
it a happy deliverance when, by a compro- 
mise, all the contending delegations from 
New-York were admitted to a representa- 
tion in the convention. But that recogni- 
tion of Tammany, as was intimated at that 
time, was certain to be the stock-in-trade of 
Tammany when JouNn Key should return 
to this City with plans for the next local 
campaign. It is Kenuiy’s deliberate inten- 
tion to recapture the City Government and 
all its vast patronage. For this work he is 
now admirably prepared by his having 
received the indorsement of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention. 





T00 MUCH OF A GOOD THING. 


The wide-spread disapprobation which 
the methods employed by the machine poli- 
ticians for capturing the Saratoga Conven- 
tion have aroused has both astonished and 
uritated those usually intelligent and. far- 
seeing men. It was to have been expected 
that here and there a disappointed partisan 
of CoRNELL or Wapsworts would have 
spoken harshly of Mr. Frencu and his as- 
sociates, but that all the respectable part of 
the press and the great majority of Repub- 
lican voters should have denounced political 
forgery as if it were a crime was something 
that no politician expected. It is another 
proof that the public knows nothing of 
statesmanship, and is totally unfit to do 
anything without the guidance and control 
of experienced politicians. 

Of course all practical men know how 
silly the present popular clamor against po- 
litical forgery is. Still, at the same time, it 
might as well be frankly confessed that 
forgery is a weapon which political man- 
agers should use with discretion. Unques- 
tionably forgery is not only an elegant and 
useful accomplishment of which every 
professional politician should be # mas- 
ter, but it is something without which 
no eflicient machine can permanently 
maintain its power. Great good can be 
done by a judicious and timely politi- 
cal forgery. The ‘‘Morey’’ letter, for ex- 
ample, although it was a very clumsy for- 
gery, probably cost GARFIELD the votes of 
one of the Pacific States, and a much more 
clever forgery, purporting to be an expres- 
sion of the hatred of British free traders for 
the American Republic, was circulated in 
Pennsylvania during the Presidential cam- 
paign, and doubtless materially increased 
the Republican vote. To deny that impor- 
tant political results have been and may be 
accomplished by forgery is impossible, but 
nevertheless we ought to ask ourselves if 
there is not such a thing as excessive and 
injudicious forgery.

Are not these 
earnest and deserving ‘‘workers’’ doing es- 
sentially what Mr. Frencu did when he 
voted as the representative of Collector Ros- 
ERTSON without any authority from the 
latter? And what can be said of such de- 
vices as false registration and false counting 
of votes? It is all very well to treat these 
political methods as crimes when they are 
employed by 


should have 
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the opposite party, but there 
are times when party supremacy cannot be 
maintained without them. If it is wrong to 
forge a ‘‘ proxy,” and by that means to gain 
control of a State Committee, it must be

Very likely there area few crazy 
theorists who will denounce all these politi-

Like all good things, political forgery may 
be abused. ‘Taere is some reason to believe 
that it was abusedin connection with the 
recent Republican convention. Mr. Frencu 
held a forged proxy, and voted upon it. 
May it not have been possible that he made 
a mistake in permitting himself to act as the 
proxy of a manas well known as Collector 
RosertTson? It was perfectly certain that 
the fact that the proxy held by Mr. Frencu 


was a forgery would sooner or later become 
known. Now, had some obscure member of 


the committee been selected instead of Mr. 
RobeRTSON as the pretended signer of the 


proxy upon which Mr. Frencn voted, there 
would have been much less attention at- 
tracted to the matter. There can hardly be 
a doubt that the use of the Collector’s name 


was a mistake, and by this time Mr. Frenca 
undoubtedly regrets it very heartily. 

Another mistake was the excessive use of 
forgery. Itnow appears that no less than 
three forged proxies were voted upon, and 
that by this means the control of the com- 
mittee and of the convention was secured. 
This was all wrong. It was reckless and 
injudicious to the last degree, and nothing 
except the most inexorable necessity could 
excuse it. There was no such necessity. 
If the votes of three members of the com- 
mittee were indispensable, two of them 
should have been bought, or if this could 
not have been done, money enough should 
have been furnished to secure a ma- 
jority for the machine in the con- 
vention. This excessive use of forged 
proxies has aroused the indignation 
of impulsive people, and was so stupid’ that 
it almost reached the proportions of a crime. 
One forgery was all very well—or rather 
would have been had any other person than 
Collector Robertson been made the vic- 
tim—but the idea of perpetrating three 
forgeries ought not to have been entertained 
for a single moment, especially when it had 
just been demonstrated, in the case of Mr. B. 
Piatt CARPENTER, how thoroughly effect- 
ive other means of influencing votes could 
be made. 

Mr. Frenon, Mr. Smyra, and other emi- 
nent politicians would do well to look the 
matter honestly in the face and to admit 
that a good weapon was dulled at Saratoga 
by excessive use. A prejudice against po- 
litical forgery has thus been created that 
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may seriously interfere with the political 
usefulness of our machine managers. There 
is nothing to be gained by stubbornly main- 
taining that political forgery is at all times 
rightand proper. The excessive use of any- 
thing is injudicious and wrong, and that 
there was too much forgery at Saratoga can- 
not be denied by any really intelligent and 
candid man.

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VALIDITY OF INDIAN MARRIAGES. 
Brom the Fort Wayne (Ind.) Gazette, Sept. 27. 
The sisters of an indian woman named Nan- 


cy Votery are just now a party to an important 
lawsuit in the Circuit Court of oursuburb of Wa- 
bash. The facts are about as follows: Three 
years ago George Shapp, an Indian, entered into 


an agreement with Nancy Votery to live together 


as husband and wife. There was no solemnization 
of the union, and the,pair immediately went to 
housekeeping and cohabited for over a year, when 
a baby was born to them. It died shortly after 
birth, and a few days later the mother also died. 
The woman owned in her right a farm of 250 
acres, valued at $10,000, and as soon as sho 
was buried Shapp began 
gain possession of the property. ‘The sisters of the 
deceased opposed his claim on the ground that the 
marriage was illegal, and that, not being a relative, 
he was not entitled to any share of the estate. The 
question to be decided is whether the union of 
Sbhapp and the Votery woman was valid. Accord- 
ing to the Indian custom it was a sound contract, 
but it is doubtful whether the-State law recognizes 
such a marriage. There are about 100 Indians in 
Wabash County lhving together who were mar- 
rried in the manner described, and a decision 
against Shapp will render the title to much valua- 
ble land open to dispute. There are also some 
marriages of this kind in Allen County, whose 
validity depends on what the State courts hold in 
this matter.

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A BIG SQUEEZE IN WHEAT

OPERATION OF A BULL CLIQUE IN 

CHICAGO, 

ALL THE CASH WHEAT OFFERED BOUGHT UP 
—THE PRICE TO BE PUT UP TO-DAY— 
THE FARMERS BENEFIT BY THE SQUEEZE. 

Curcaco, Sept. 29.—Further evidences of a 
dig squeeze in September wheat similar to that 
which caused all the trouble in the July deal were 
abundant on ’Change to-day. Our receipts were 
quite large, aggregating 725 car-loads, besides some 
by canal. New-York was dull. But Liverpool and 

London were quoted better in tone, with more 

money asked, and this gave a little more confi- 

dence to outside parties. The tone of the market 
was, however, given by a good demand for wheat 
to fill September contracts, which was helped ‘‘just 

a little bit” by certain parties who are interested in 

having other folks pay good prices for the proper- 

ty. The Milwaukee folks wero supposed to bull 

September wheat early for the purpose of selling 


October and November at better prices. It 
Was thought that they will deliver out 
A big line for October early next week, 
and expect to buy back on a decline of 
R to 8 cents per bushel. But they bought 
freely for November during the last hour to-day 
after prices eased off. Seller the month opened at 
$1 054% to $106, sold at $1 0644, declined to $1 05, 
and reached $1(6 at the close. Seller, October, 
opened 96 to 9634 cents, advanced to 9644 cents, de- 
clined to 9334 cents, and closed at 9334 cents bid. 

In spite of the. jJarge receipts the Milwaukee syn- 
dicate, headed by McGeogh, took ail the cash 
wheat offered, and the distressed shorts confident- 
ly expect the price to-morrow to be put up to $110, 
which would be 15 to 17 cents above the price for 
October. Itisa mammoth operation on the part 
of a bull clique, and one requiring several 
millions of capital to carry through. The 
farmors have reaped the benefit of 
the squeeze, as they have rushed 
their wheat forward in large quantities and sold it 
promptly for abont 10 cents a bushel more than it 
will be worth atter the close of trading hours to-mor- 
row. Corn was active and irregularly weak. The 
market was higher carly in the day, advancing 1 
to 2 cents, the outside on near deliveries, but 
fell off later and closed 14 cent lower than on 
Thursday afternoon. The British markets were 
called quiet, but} steadier, and our receipts 
Were about as large as on the previous day, 
with Hgkt shipments. Hence thero was 
little outside news to influence the market. 
It was stated that reports from some sections show 
the eorn yield to be much less than has been 
counted on, but this was counteracted by some 
news of iarger deliveries from first hands and fino 
weather in the West. October corn was 1 cent 
premium over November early in the day, and this 
was probably because some parties who had 
bought on Thursday bid it up to sell to-day. They 
unloaded until the premium had shrunk to % cent 
and then stopped. Even year corn weakened, but 
January was relatively steady. 

Provisions averaged stronger. There was a gen- 
eral advance early, then a decline about 11 o'clock, 
ani a later advance, with a decided impression 
that the earlier deliveries are coopered both on 
pork and lard. Some operators are said to intend 
to tender mixed receipts for wheat next Monday. 
In that case there may bea plentiful crop of ap- 
peals to the committees of the board. A telegram 
from &t. Louis to-day said that the folks there are 
aiready delivering wheat on year contracts. The 
trouble here is to get enough for September. Mess 
pork closed 20 to 22% cents bigher; lard, 10 to 124 
cents higher; short ribs, 5 cents higher; red Winter 
wheat, 14 to 44 cent lower; regular wheat at 134 to 
184 cents higher; corn, 14 cent lower; oats, 14 cent 
higher; rye unchanged; barley steady for No. 2 
ard 2cents higher for No. 3. 
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SULPHURIC AND MURIATIC ACIDS AND FER- 


TILIZERS DISCUSSED 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 29.—Eight of the nine 
Tariff Commissioners arrived here this morning. A 
brief morning session was held, but, no witnesses 
being present, a recess was taken till 2 o'clock, at 
which time the interests of the manufacturers of 
ehemicals and fertilizers containing sulphuric or 
muriatic acids were represented by R. W. S. Rasin, 
of Baltimore. He said that this interest was one 
of the largest in the State, and was equally large 
in the Southern and Western States. He read pe- 
titions asking the commission to make such recom- 
mendations as will give to the American manufac- 
turers of sulphuric and muriatio acids and agricul- 
tural fertilizers such protection as they are entitled 
to. They say that it does not stand to reason that 
American manufacturers, with their expen- 
sive plant, large capital, and costly skilled labor, 
can compete with the foreign article that costs the 
compounder of artificial chemicals nothing. It 
Was a common thing for heavy goods to be im- 
ported from England and Germany at merely 
nominal freight, and a whole cargo had been 
known to be imported in ballast, while such goods 
could not be shipped from Norfolk to Savannah at 
levs than from $2 50 to $3 per ton. The mannufac- 
ture of these chemicals and fertilizers had growao 
to be a business of great magnitude, from $90,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000 being invested in it in Baltimore, 
Charleston, Atlanta, New-Orleans, Richmond, St. 
Louis, Chicago, New-York, Boston, and other 
sities. One-third of these investments in Balti- 
more were now idle, while the imports of the 
European articles had increased in five years from 
p few hundred tons to 75,000 tons in 1881, and con- 
pegnently the price of sulphuric acid had fallen 
from $1 25 per 100 pounds (giving a fair living 
profit) to 55 cents, (involving a ruinous loss.) 

Some half.dozen similar petitions, signed by the 
principal manufacturers of chemicals and fertiliz- 
ers, were presented by Messrs. Rasin, of Baltimore; 
Jackson, of New-York, and Allen, of Philadelphia, 
the general enggestion being that a duty of 80 per 
cent. be imposed on the foreign chemicals, and that 
Spanish pyrites, or sulphur ore, be admitted free of 
duty. It was stated, however, that as to the latter 
point there was not a unanimity of sentiment 
among the chemical manufacturers. In reply to 

uestions by Mr. McMahon it was admitted that 
the effect of the proposition was to impose a duty 
on fertilizers. It was alsostated that while the Eng- 
lish workman in this business received $4 a week 
the American workman received $15; also that the 
»nyrites discovered in America was not equal in 
quality to the Spanish pyrites, and that the use of 
the Amerioan pyrites so far was only an experi- 
ment. The annual consumption of pyrites in this 
country was 40,000 tons, a large proportion of 
which came from Canada. 

Silas L. Loomis, of Fernandina, Fla., presented 
the claims of manufacturers of palmetto fibre to 

rotection under the tariff. He said that it had 

én found by experiment that the fibre made 
from the palmetto could be used in the making of 
matting, brushes, carpets, hats, and cloth. He 
asked that the bamboo and rattan and cocoa fibres 
that are now on the freo list be taxed at from 1 
cent per pound of the raw material to 4 cents 
when —* worked into rope or fibre. He used 
p machine by which a ton of palmetto fibro was 
produced daily. It competed with jute, hemp, 
tampico, and almost ail of those foreign fibres 
coming from the palmetto family. : 

Emil E. Carl, of Baltimore, importer of vinegar, 
presented argument for the reduction of the-duty 
on vinegar to 6 cents per gallon. 

Philip Sinsy, of Baltimore, imperter of glazers’ 
diamonds, made argument that the finished tool be 
taken from the free list and taxed. 

8S. E. Chamberlin, of Baltimore, Special Agent of 
the Treasury, made a long stutement on the sugar 
question, as to its artificial coloring to de- 
fraud the revenue, and recommended the polari- 
scope test, 

enry MeShane, iron, brass, and bell founder, of 
Baltimore, New-York, and Brooklyn, read a paper 
commending the policy of protection, favoring the 
maintenance of the existing duty on pig iron, but 
objecting to the duty on copper. because American 
copper is cheaper abroad than at home and the 
profits of copper mining are enormous, He recom- 
mended a duty of $1 or $1 50 a ton on iron ore.

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BAD WORK IN A GOVERNMENT BUILPING, 

Wasuincton, Sept. 29.—The work of re- 
moving the immense piles of books and records 
from the upper floor of the State Department 
building was completed last week, and on Monday 
Acting Secretary of State Davis turned over to the 
Beeretary of War the rooms con that floor for the 


use of the clerks from the Aajutant-General’s 
office who are assigned to duty on the pension 
rolls. Upon examination, however, it was found 
tbat the rooms were not in a fit condition to be oc- 
eupied. The expensive copper roof, which has 
been in use only a few years, was found to leak 
badly, while the plastering, done at an enormous 
expense, was cracked and broken, and was con 
tinually dropsing down. It was stated at the War 
Department to-day that the plaster was so thin 
that the laths wero almost visible throneh it. The 
rooms are regarded as not only unhealthy, but un- 
pafe, and it was decided not to assign the clerks to 
duty there until extensive repairs were made.

NEW VERSION OF THE NEW-ORLEANS FIRST 
NATIONAL BANK DIFFICULTY. 

New-ORLEANS, Sept. 29.—The Ficayune 
gives a version of the settlement of the affairs of 
the First National Bank of New-Orleans which 
varies somewhat from that first reported from 
Washington, showing that the settlement has been 
prevented and avoided for nearly a generation 
through the stubbornness and overzeal of Treasury 
officials. It says: ‘* Tho community of New-Or- 
leans, one bright morning in May, 1867, were taken 
by surprise and astonishment in learning, through 
the public prints and rumor, that the First 
National Bank of this city was in the 
hands of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency and that the office of the Sub- 
Treasury of New-Orleans was in the same 
position. The bank had acquired some popular 
favor and financial! standing during its brief period 
of existence, and on the Saturday previous to its 
sudden collapse its stock was several points above 
par; in fact, on that day had been solid at such 
rate. 

“So suddon was the whole affair that its creditors 
were for some time unbelievers in its failure. It 
was, however, a stubborn fact, and a painful 
shock to its Directors, who were among the_best 
citizens of New-Orleans, and to its attorney, Miles 
Taylor, an eminent lawyer of this city, at 
that time. Aftertaking possession of the bank a 
check drawn on the First National Bank by a pre- 
vious Sub-Treasurer to the one then in office for 
the sum of $315,000 or thereabout was placed in. 
the hands of Mr. Knox, the agent of the Controller, 
toward making upa @eficit in the New-Orleans 
Sub-Treasury. This check was presented at the 
counter of the bank,after the Controller had exam- 
ined the bank and ail its assets in his possession, 
and was presented by the Controller himself, 
acting through his agent, Mr. Knox. The acting 
Cashier refused to certify to the goodness of the 
check, but it was subsequently certified as good by 
the Receiving Teller of the bank. The Controller, 
through his then agent, Mr. Knox, the present Con- 
troller of the Currency, took into:his possession on 
this check all notes and money in the bank, 
whether In paper or coin, to the amount of $84,000, 
and this amount was then passed to the credit of 
the Government, and this monoy has since that 
date and until recently been held by the United 
States. 

“The single question that arose was whether 
the Governmentjwas a privileged creditor of the 
bank or only an ordinary one. As a privileged 
creditor the entire amount would go to the Goy- 
ernment. If ordinary, the amount was subject to 
distribution pro rata among the creditors. This 
question arose very early. Mr. Charles Case, a 
very clear-headed and astute lawyer and first Re- 
ceiver of the bank, thought the debt an ordinar: 
one and that the money belonged to the creditors, 
but this view of the case met with much disfavor. 
though it is believed that the rresent Controller 
took a like view of the matter with Mr. Case. Pend- 
ing the discussion,{the late Secretary, Mr. Sherman, 
caused the amount to be covered into the Treas- 
ury. 

* This question was again much agitated in 1881 
and 1882, and finally, under the opinion of the pre- 
sent Secretary of the Treasury,a decision was given 
placing the demand of the Government on the same 
footing as that of other creditors.”’

THE OLD HORSH TRICK. 
A SWINDLED COUNTRYMAN ATTEMPTS SUI- 
CIDE AND RECOVERS HIS MONKEY. 

Charles Schmidt, aged 58, a native of Rhen- 
ish Bavaria, and a wagon-maker and veterinary 
surgeon at Bethluhem Centre, Albany County, 
came by boat to this City yesterday. He had dur- 
ing the Summer suffered from typhoid fever, and 
when he became convalescent his physician ad- 
vised a trip for change of air. Schmidt thought he 


could combine business with pleasure by cora- 
ing to New-York, and when he landed here he 
bought 4 newspaper and read the following adver- 
tisement: 

“A Caancr For Baroarns.—Very low prices will be 
asked for the following property of my late husband, 
to wit: Four serviceable horses and mares, suitable 
for farming purposes, family driving, or business use; 
handsome young Kentucky horse, all gaits 
to saddle; one young stout Hambletonian 
mare in foal, and a trotting or road horse, 
Sir Walter, record last season 2:31. Each 
horse fully warranted and fatr trial given. Also 
coup*, family phaeton tn good_ order, harness, (five 
sets) blankets, &c., nearly new. Witl sell separately. 
Apply to our coachman at stable, No. 107 Mast Ninth- 
street, between Third ana Fourth-avenues, By order 
ot Mrs, BUELL T. HOYT, Administratrix.” 

Schmidt did not look at the horse advertisements 
in the paper in question of previous days or he 
would have been more cautious, as the Hoyt stable 
was picturesquely advertised in different fashions. 
Tbe * voung Kentucky horse” had attractions for 
Schmidt, and, going to an old friend, W. L. Snyder, 
a produce dealer in Washington Market, 
he procured $250 and went to East 
Ninth-street. The horse jockey caught him with 
a very stale trick. He advertised himself as a 
countryman when he tarned the corner of Fourth- 
avenue, and, on reaching the stable, found two 
men, one of whom masqueraded as ‘* Mrs. Buell T. 
Hoyt’s” coachman, wrangling about the blue grass 
nag. The coachman was lachrymose when he 
related that his dead master was so fond of 
his horses that In his will he insisted that 
they should be sold only to kind persons, and that 
no horse-dealer should possess them. At this 
 pearer a confederate rushed in and asked if the 
Kentucky horse had been sold. The coachman, 
pretending to eye the man said 
that it was yet purehasable, and the 
new-comer pulled out a roll of bills and 
asked the price. *' What are you ?” said the coach- 
man. ‘I'ma horse dealer,”’ replied the anxious 
looking confederate. ‘*Then you can't haye the 
horse; it only gees to a kind owner, and you know 
what borse dealers are,’ was the sturdy reply of 
the coachman, Mr. Schmidt was  deter- 
mined on possessing the Kentucky horso. 
After somo haggling the jookeys foand 
out the size of his pile and sold him the animal for 
$250. Schmidt decided on taking the horse away, 
aud after paying the money led it out into the 
street and there saw that he had been swindled, 
as it was not worth more than $75. He 
Jed it back into the stable and demanded his 
money. He and the jockey wrangled for two 
hours, when Schmidt was so sick of his bargain 
that he offered to give back the horse if he re- 
ceived $150. This offer was rejected, and 
Schmidt became desperate. In a neijighbor- 
ing drug store he asked for aconite root, 
but there was none in stock, and he then 
asked for tincture of aconite. The druggist 
would not give himany until he proved that he 
was a veterinary surgeon, and said the medicine 
was fora fomentation. Schmidt obtained a large 
dose of it, and, going to the stable, demanded his 
money again, threatening to commit suicide in 
case of a refusal. He was laughed at, and 
he drank the tincture, The dose was 
£0 large that it threw him into 
spasms, The jockeys were so alarmed that they 
thrust the $250 into his hands, and some one found 
a Police officer who took Schmidt to the Seven- 
teenth Precinct Station-house, whence he was re- 
moved to Bellevue Hospital. Last evening he was 
able to tell lis story and he will recover, The 
Polico made no effort to investigate the horse 
transaction.

A LONG ISLAND MYSTERY. 


THE POISONING OF AN AGED WOMAN—A 
PECULIAR STORY. 

Port JEPFERSON, Long Island, Sept. 20.—A 
recent: almost fatal case of poisoning of an aged 
lady who lives in the little settlement known as 
Miller’s Place, about six miles from this town, and 
the mysterious clreumstances connected with it, 
have occasioned considerable discussion of a quiet 
nature among the residents there. Although it has 
been from time to time reported that an official 
investigation was to be made, diligent inquiry 
among those likely to conduct such an investiga- 


tion has failed to elicit the fact that anything of 
the kind has been begun or is contemplated, and the 
people of this village have aim y»st ceased to discuss 
the matter, calming themselves with the assertion, 
“ Nothing is to be done about it; there is no proof 
that any one deliberately attempted to poison Mrs. 
Rowland.” This lady is nearly 70 years of age. She 
is the widow of Jeremiah Rowland. Her maiden 
name was Ridgway, and when she married Row- 
land she was the owner of valuable property in 
New-York City and on Long Island. They had two 
sons; one of them died, and the survivor is Joseph 
Rowland, who is widely known among turfmen. 
He has owned many trotting horses, and the fa- 
mous stallion Regulus was his property. When 
Jeremiah Rowland died his widow etili owned 
valuable property, but much had been disposed of. 
Her son Joseph favored the society of sporting 
men and became used to handling large sums 
of money. He married an estimable young 
lady, the daughter of a clergyman, and 
they had sevoral children, who have grown to 
manhood and womanhood. His wife discovered 
some years ago that she could no longer live com- 
fortably avd happily with him, and he gave 
her a house near the one occupied by his 
mother and parted with her. Joseph’s mother 
lived in a mansion which for size and 
elegance was superior to anything in this portion 
of Long Island. When it was first construeted it 
was talked of by the neighbors as “ Rowland’s 
Folly.” Mrs. Rowland was kind and indulgent to 
her son, so the neighbors say, and it is well report- 
ed throughout Suffolk County that his frequent de- 
mands upon her for money seriously embarrassed 
her. In fact, itis said that her property is now 
well-nigh mortgaged for its full value in conse- 
quence of her son’s liberality. At the time 
his wife separated from him it was common rumor 
that he insisted upon having the soclety of a 
woman from New-York. This woman, it is said, 
he determined should live inthe same house with 
his wife and mother. ‘The wife indignantly de- 
clined any sueh association, and demanded that 
her husband ghould provide for her else- 
where, This the husband agreed to, and 
gave his wife tho house in which she 
now lives. ‘The mother entreated her son to 
save her from the disgrace which he threatened to 
visit upon her by making a homo for the woman 
from New-York in her house, but the son was de- 
termined to have his own way. ‘The strange 
woman was duly installed in the house, and at 
first feverybody in the county commented 
upon his conduct. As time passed they lost in- 
terest in the subject, but whenever Joseph’s 
mother appealed to township officials for advice 
as to what action she should take regarding the 
strange woman she was pitied and told to bar the 
doors of her house against the woman whenever 
that extraordinary person should bappen to be 
outside. The aged lady found in the strange 
woman one who was determined to be mistress of 
the situation, and quarrels were the result. 

It was whispered among the neighbors that re- 
centiy the strange woman had undertaken to drive 
Joseph's mother from the house at the point of a 
fork. Joseph was frequently absent from home. 
He continued his expenditures, spending money 
rapidly. His great trotting horse Regulus, for 
which, it was said, large sums were offered, died in 
his stables. His other trotting horses were sold in 
order that he might obtain ready money. Fre- 
quenters of race-tracks on Long Island were as 
familiar with his face as they were with the appear- 
ance of the tracks. Employeson the rajlroads, 
keepers of taverns, and proprietors of other public 
resorts were well acquainted with him, and 
speak in a pleasant fashion of “ Joe Rowland” and 
recall his rollicking ways. 

Rowlaud is thin and quick in his movements. He 
is compared in dash and vim to a great cavalry- 
man of the late war. He is recognized as ‘** one of 
the boys” wherever he goes, and is always cor- 
dially weleomed by men of his class. His treat- 
ment of his wife, and the fact of his association 
with the strange woman, long ago made him an 
object of horror tothe respectable people of his 
neighborhood, uarrels between his mother and 
the strange woman recently are recalled. <A few 
evenings ago Mrs. Rowland was alone in the house 
at thesupper table. She put some granulated 
sugar in her tea, and finding it very sweet removed 
the cup without drinking the tea. Then she or- 
dered another cup. This time she placed less 
sugar in the tea. After drinking it she be- 
came very ill, having frequent spasms. <A 
physician was called, and he said that she exhibited 
symptoms of poisoning. Mrs. Rowland, Joseph’s 
wife, who had not spoken to his mother for a long 
period, visited the house and assisted the physician. 
Emetics were given, and the aged lady fully re- 
covered. The sugar was analyzed and found to 
contain strychnine. Mrs. Rowland was quite ill 
until yesterday. She is now regaining her usual 
health. Her son has visited her, and the strange 
woman returned to the house, but therejseems 
to be a disposition upon the part of the son and this 
woman to absent themselves more frequently than 
was their wont. ‘The neighbors confidently ex- 
pected that some attempt to discover the would-be 
polsoner or polsoners would be made, To-day 
Mrs. Rowland’s friends assured a Timxs reporter 
that she would not talk to_any stranger upon the 
subject. She was anxious that nothing concerning 
the fact of the poisoning should be published in the 
newspapers. She wasin good spirits, and desired 
not to be quoted as making accusations against any 
one. Her son and the strange woman were not in 
tho house, and it was said that they had gone ona 
visit to friends in another part of the county. 
Justice of the Peace Saxton said that no complaint 
had been made to him by Mrs. Rowland or any of 
her friearads coneerning the poisoning, and that 
there was little probability that any complaint 
would be mado.

THE BATTLE OF THE DOCTORS. 
——$_—$<—-—__—. 
THE MEDICAL 
VIRGINIA. 
RrcHMOND, Va., Sept. 29.—Gov. Cameron a 
few days ago appointed a new Board of Visitors 
for the Medical College of Virginia, in this city, 
thereby summarily displacing the old board. This 
action has created much excitement in medical 
circles, and is being severely criticised by the press 
and public. The old board, acting under the best 
legal adyice, determined to hold on, olaiming 


that the Governor, under the law, had no right 
to remove them; that he oould only (fill 
vacancies, and that no vacancies existed. ‘T'o-day 
at noon, after being commissioned, the new board 
proceeded to the Medical College for the purpose 
of meeting and organizing, but theyiwere denied 
admittance to the building by Dr. J. B. McCaw, 
Dean of the Faculty, who refused to recognize 
their right or authority. They thereupon helda 
meeting in the college yard and elected Lieut.- 
Goy. John F. Lewis, Presidont, and Dr. Lewis 
Wheat, Seeretary. The demand for admittance 
was renewed and insisted upon by President 
Lewis, when the policemen who were present at the 
instance of the Faeulty took him into custody and 
proceeded to the first Police station ac- 
companied by the remaining meémbers of 
the new board. When the parties were 
brought before the Chief of Police, no one 
apppearing against them he promptly dismissed 
the matter, as there had been no violence or breach 
of the peace. The board then went to Ford's 
Hotel, where, after a few moments of informal 
conference, it adjourned until 4 P. M., at which 
hour it reassembied. 

An interchange of opinion was indulged in, and 
the general sentiment seemed to be a desire to 
temporize and overlook the indignity offered the 
board, in view of the public good resulting from the 
full operation of the college in allits departments. 
Expressions of opinion indicate, also, a desire to 
dtvest the matter of all political significance as far 
as possible. At 5:80 a committee was 
appointed to lay the matter before tho 
Governor, and the board then went into 
secrot session. Uponthe return of the committee 
from the Governor it submitted a preamble setting 
forth in detail the occurrenees of to-day, accom- 
panied by a resolution notifying each member of 
the Faculty of the Medical College of Virginia that 
this board will proceed to-morrow at 4 P. M. to 
consider whether each of thom—the Faculty—shall 
not, for his participation in the illegal proceedings 
above mentioned, be removed from his position as 
Professor in said college. Tho resolution was 
adopted, and the board adjourned until 11 A, M, to- 
merrow. 

It is expected that State Attorney-General Blair 
will bo ins:ructed to-morrow to take such legal 
steps as may be deemed necessary to secure to the 
new board the property of the college, and give 
them control of the same. Lieut.-Govy. Lewis, 
President of the new board, has not yet notified 
the Police and Facuity that he will hold them re- 
sponsible under the law for indignity and illegal 
arrest. He states that he has notsaid, and willnot 
say, what he will doin the premises.

MISS LAURENT TAKES THE PLACE 
OF HER ABSENT COUNSEL. 

THE STORY OF MR. CLARK, HER NEXT-DOOR 
NEIGHBOR—LAWYER ELLIOTT  DiIs- 
CHARGED BY THE COURT—FURTHER 
LITIGATION THREATENED. 


“If my counsel does not appear I shell plead 
foy own case,” said Miss Emmeline Laurent, when 
told in the Yorkville Police Court yesterday after- 
noon that ber attorney could not attend to con- 
tinue the proceedings against James H. Eiliott, the 
lawyer whom she accused of entering her apart- 
ments and abstracting papers. Miss Laurent was 
waiting with a lady friend forthe case to be called. 
She was attired in a handsome well fitting dress of 
biack silk and satin, a light coat was thrown over 
her arm, & jaunty hat composed of feathers sat on 
her head, and diamonds sparkled at her ears and 
throat and on her fingers. Her companion was 
also richly dressed. A young lawyer had been sent 
up to take the place of her counsel, but when he 
tried to address Miss Laurent, she said to him in 
tones Whose meuning was tinmistakable, ‘I wish it 
distinctly understood, Sir, that I shall plead my 
own case. You cannot appear for me, Sir.” Jus- 
tice Kilbreth entered the court-room a few minutes 
later, and Miss Laurent said to him, ** Mr. Justice, 
my counsel, whom ] have paid a retainer, does not 
appear to represent me; therefore, with the permais- 
sion of the court, I wii! conduct my own case.” 

“Very well,” said Justice Kilbreth as with a 
smile he took his seat. 

“The lady’s counsel was detained at the Su- 
preme Court,” said the young man who was to 
take his piace, “‘and if she does not wish me to 
appear for her I will retire.”” With that he took 
bis hat, overeoat, and umbrella, and departed. 
Benjamin 8. Clark,.a lawyer, the next-door neigh- 
bor through -whose residence Mr. Elliott 
went to get imto Miss Laurent’s house, 
Was called for the prosecution. ‘‘I should 
like to ask you, Mr. Clark,’ suid Miss Laurent, as 
she cast acold glance at Mr. Elliott, who was sit- 
ting on a table, ‘if you helped the prisoner on my 
piazza’’ Much emphasis was laid on the word 
“prisoner.” “Certainly not,” replied Mr. Clark, 
with vigor. ‘Is it true,’’ Miss Laurent continued 
in aclear, self-pessessed way, “that you gave or- 
ders or permission to the prisoner to go through 
your back yard to mine?” 

“It is true that I did for a purpose.” 

*“May i call upon you fora statement?” asked 
Miss Laurent. ‘The prisoner says he had a pleas- 
Ant time in conversation with yourself and wife.” 

On the Friday evening in question,” began Mr. 
Clark, **! was at work in my library when Mr. 
Elliott came to the house. He askedif ‘the Madam’ 
was at home, and misinterpreting his call, I made 
areply which I do not care to repeat in court. He 
quickly explained that he meant the lady living 
nextdoor. [could tell him nothing and neither 
could my wife, whom I cailed up from below. He 
said he had been at her house the previous Wednes- 
day evening and she was then ill. He feared she 
might be very sick or possibly dead. He was her 
attorney, he said, and he desired to see 
her about some real estate. He asked 
if I had any objection to his stepping 
from my stoop on to her balustrade, which 
brought him half-way up to her windows. Itoid 
him he could not go in, and he said he did not wish 
to. She spoke of going to Boston, he remarked, 
and it was possible that she might be away. He 

ut bis cane in one corner, and, getting upon the 

alustrade, rapped on the first window and then 
rattled it. He received no answer, undI began to 
«row anxious. Mr. Elliott went to the second and 
third windows, and tried them, but got no reply. 
He said he wanted to go cautiously, because the 
lady was pretty handy with «a pistol, and he was 
going to take no risk. He wanted to goin by the rear, 
but l wouid not consent, and told him if he de- 
sired to goin there was away by law. He took 
some deeds out ef his pocket to show me that he 
was the lady’s attorney, andI saw her name iu 
them. There were also marks on them that showed 
that they hed been recorded. ‘I must see the 
Madam,’ said he, *to confer with her about a 
coutract.’ I thought the lady must be seriously 
N,and I told him he might pass into the back 
sard, but that he must not go into the house. He 
said he did not intend to goin. He put bis cane 
by the fence, and I lighted & or 10 matches for him 
to see by. Hesaid he could get no response, but 
there was a window open. While we were going 
back into my house he deseribed the property that 
he wished to see her about. By this time we were 
in the library, and he asked if there was a brick 
wuil between the houses, and I told him there was. 
He inquired if 1 could hear any sound from the 
other side, and I said Icould not. When I was 
showing him out he asked, while in the hallway, if 
he could call in the morning and see by daylight if 
she was in. I told him i should go away at 8 
o'clock, and he asked if I would instruct the eook to 
admit him. Not to go in, l replied, as there was a 
due process of law for such thifigs. ‘LI shall not go 
in.’ he said. Tafterward told my wife that i did 
not know as I was doing right.” 

“Is it true that the prisoner told yon I was an 
actress and played at different theatres? asked 
Miss Laurent. 

“A reply cannot be admitted,” said Justice Kil- 
breth, “‘as there has beeu no evidence introduced 
on that point.’ 

“Do you contradict Mr. Elliott’s ' testimony,” 
asked ex-District Attorney Miller, the eouusel for 
the defendant. 

* No.” replied the witness, ‘'I have not seen it.” 
The written testimony was handed to him and he 
proceeded to read it. 

**s 0 you mean to say that you did not help me 


up on the balustrade?’ demanded Mr. Elliott of 
the witness. 

* Yes,” responded Mr. Clark. 

* You were civil enough to take hold of my arm 
and help me,” retorted Mr. Elliott. 

“Js it true you were in eollege with the Justice?” 
Miss Laurent suddenly asked Mr. Eliott. 

Mr. Elliott made a reply which sounded like 
“Yes,” when Justice Kilbreth said, ** "That is ex- 
cluded.” 

_** I wish to say that the prisoner’s testimony is a 
tissue of falsehoods from beginning to end,” ex- 
claimed Miss Laurent. 

“Madam, have you any other witnesses ?”’ in- 
quired Justice Kilbreth. 

** No,” replied Miss Laurent. 

“ The defendant is discharged.” 

_ Miss Laurent heard the decision composedly and 
simply remarked: **A stigma has been put upon 
him, no matter what the result of the case is, that 
will cling to him forever.’ She proceeded to de- 
liberately read over her testimony and sign it. 
After this was done she walked into the sourt- 
room, and, stepping up to the bar, said: “ Mr. Jus- 
tice, I would hike to ask you for the papers in pos- 
session of the court.” ‘I have turned them over 
to Mr. Elliott, from whom I received them,” said 
the Justice. Miss Laurent said she should institute 
proceedings to recover the papers. Her cat, she 
said, was back safe inher house. She and ber com- 
pauion left the court-room, ard, stepping into a 
carriage, were driven away.

NARROW ESCAPE OF THE BRIDGE. 

The passengers on board one of the Fulton 
ferry boats crossing to New-York about 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning were startled by the crashing 
of spars and the clatter of fulling metal. The 
cause of the disturbance was readily discovered. 
A large full-rigged sailing vessel, with fore and 
main masts a foot or more above the lowest por- 
tion of the Brooklyn Bridge, was being towed 
bencath it, and the topgallant mast, crashing 
through the iron work, carried away a massive 
piece of the iron bridging and twisted and bent 
other portions of the iron structure in the 
process of construction. The noise created by 
the falling iron from the bridge ana the 
falling tackle of the vessel created the 
impression on the passing ferry-boat that serious 
damage had been done to the bridge. The ship 
proved to be the Undaunted, of Bath. She was in 
nautical parlance *' flying high,’’ with masts housed, 
and the accident was due partly to the high tide 
prevailing and partly to the fact that the vessel 
was drawing very little water. When she struck 
the bridge the,foretop-mast broke and allowed tiie 
foretopgallant-mast to fall aft. The maintopgal- 
lant-mast, in coming in contact with the structure, 
cracked and fell aft, and both tore and 
maintop-gallants in their altered positions 
scraped aiong the bottom of the bridge, making a 
noise that could be heard plainly for a long dis- 
tance. Soon after the foremast struck, an iron 
plate seven feet Jong and two feet wide fell to the 
deck, fortunately without injuring any of the 
hands. Upon inquiring of the bridge authorities it 
Was ascertained that the damage done consisted of 
the carrying away of one piece of the bridging 
Bpacing the floor beams apart. and _ the 
bending of three other pieces of the bridging. 
The damage is trivial, and no damage at all could 
bave been done if the bridging had been perma- 
nently rivetted, and if the lower cords had been in 
ogg as they are at other portions of the 

ridge. One of the officers of the bridge who was 
upon the structure at the time of the collision 
says that the shock was not greater than that 
which occurs when:a piank is thrown down.

Laws of 1882, says: “* The names of all persons 
voted for by any elector at any election, in whose 
election all of the ‘yoters of the State have the 
right alike to participate, except Electors of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President and Chief Judge and As- 
sociate Judges of the Court of Appeals, shall be 
upon one ball¢t, which ballot shall be in- 
dorsed *State!’’’ This law expressly repeals ail 
Inconsistencies of chapter 675 of the Laws of 1872, 

‘which placed the Congressman at Large on the 
baliot known st ** General No. 2,” and this law re- 
pealed all ac}’3 inconsistent with it.

A MURDERER SENTENCED. 
—__.>— 
EDWARD HOVEY TO BE HANGED ON NOV. 
17—AN APPEAL TO BE TAKEN. 

Edward Hovey, who on April 26 last shot 
and killed his sister-in-law, Mrs. Fannie Vermilyea, 
in her apertments, at No. 273 West Thirty-eighth- 
street, was convicted, in the General Sessions Court, 
on Monday, of murder in the first degree. When 
brought to court for sentence yesterday he was 
handcuffed to aforger named Charles Willis. He 
is only 28 years of age, of slight build and unat- 


tractive appearance. His face was cleanly shaven, 
and he wore a neat suit of clothing. He twirled a 
derby hat in his hand while the solemn proceed- 
ings which consigned him to the scaftoid were be- 
ing conducted. After the prisoner had 
been placed at the bar his counsel, Wil- 
liam FF. Kintzing, moved for a new trial 
on the grounds that the verdict was against the 
weizsht of evidence; that there had not been sufh- 
client evidence to establish premeditation and de- 
liberation, and that the Judge had erred in his 
charge. Judge Cowing denied the motion, and As- 
sistant District Attorney Fellows moved for judg- 
ment. When asked by Chief Clerk Sparks what he 
had to say why sentence of death should not be 
pronounced upon him according to law, Hovey 
promptly replied, ‘I have nothing to say further 
than what my lawyer has said.” 

Judge Cowing then. amid breathless silence and in 
solemn tones, proceeded to pronounce sentence of 
death. ‘*Edward Hovey,” he said, after a fair trial 
and an able defense, you have been found guilty of 
murder in the first degree. Your crime is a fearful 
one. You took the life not only of Mrs. Vermilyea, 
but of her unborn babe, while your own child lay 
dying in an adjoining room, and boasted that you 
would have taken the hives of two other persons 
had you had the opportunity. Your fate is a fear- 
ful one, and I trust will prove a warning to others 
who like you have acquired the habit of carrying 
and recklessly using firearms. From your boy- 
hood you have carried fire-arms in opposition to the 
oft-repeated warnings of your parents. Not a sin- 
gie exception has been taken in yourcase. Every 
ruling of the court has been in your favor, 
aud where the least doubt existed you re- 
ceived the benefit of it. After so fair 
and impartial a trial I think I am 
justified in saying that there is no hope of your 
obtaining a new trial, and I state this in order that 
you may occupy your mind, in the short time al- 
lotted to you to live, in preparing yourself for the 
awful change which must take place. Only one 
penalty is prescribed by Jaw for the offense of 
which you have been found guiity, and it is my 
painful duty now to pronounce it. The sentence 
of the court is that you be taken back to the prison 
from whence you eame, and there, on Friday, Nov. 
17, between the hours of 8 A. M. and 4 P. M., be 
hanged by the neck until you are dead, and may 
the Giver offail Life have mercy on your soul.” 

The prisoner heard the sentence with the ut- 
most unconcern, and at its conclusion squirted 
some tobacco juice from his mouth. While Mr. 
Sparks was reading the death warrant he looked 
vacantly out of the window, and when transferred 
to the custody otf Under Sheriff S'evens, held out 
his hands mechanically to receive the manacles. 
Court Captain Curry, during the reading of 
the death warrant, bad closed the court- 
room exit, and ty this means. succeed- 
ed in imprisoning the crowd of spectators 
in attendance, while the prisoner, handcuffed to 
the Captain and followed by Deputy Sheriff Mc- 
Gonigal, jeft by a private door. On reaching Cen- 
tre-street the officers and their prisoner boarded a 
Fourth-avenue car and rode tothe Tombs. Capt. 
Curry hauded over the condemned man to the cus- 
tody of Warden Finn, by whom he was placed in 
Cell No. 6 in Murderers’ laow. 

Hovey was what the court officers call a “ game”’ 
prisoner. He bore the terrible ordeal to which he 
was subjected without flinching, and spoke to no- 
body after sentence had been pronounced until 
lodged in his new quarters in the Tombs, when he 
said he was innocent of intentional murder, the 
shooting being accidental. but was, nevertheless, 
ready to meet his fate. Mr. Kintzing will appeal 
the case, and has given notice to that effect. Un- 
der the present Criminal Code every prisoner con- 
victed of a capital oftense has the right to appeal 
to the higher courts, and the filing of a notice to 
that effect acts as a stay ot proceedings. It is safe, 
eeceeard, to state that Hovey wiil not be exeeuted 
on Nov. 17.

C. A. Lane was appointed 
Referee in the suit of Eliza Stulzbach for dissolu- 
tion of her marriage with Otto Stulzbach. In the 
suit of Joseph Meyer for divorce from Jennie 
Meyer, Judge Donohue granted an order fora com- 
mission totake the testimony of witnesses in Arka- 
delphia, Ark., where the defendant resides. In 
the suit of Bertha Sigesmond for divorce from 
Dr. Simon B. Sigesmond, Judge Donobue granted 
The couple 
were married in 1856, and they have six children. 
In the suit of Otto Haas against Mary Haas to set 
aside a marriage which took place in prison in De- 
cember, 1873, a motion for alimony in bebalf of the 
defendant was granted by default through a 
misunderstanding of the counsel on the other side. 
The couple lived together only three months, and 
Haas claims that the marriage took place while he 
was jn durance, and under the influence of threats 
that he would be sent to State prison. In the suit 
for divorce of Louisa Ellis against Robert H. Ellis, 
Judge Donohue granted an allowance of $8 a week 
for alimony and $75 for counsel fees.

MR. BESTS RECEIVE 
—-- > -——— 
HIS COUNSEL TRYING 70 EVADE 
THE ISSUES. 

THE SENATE COMMITTEE DECIDE AGAINST 
THE POINTS RAISKD BY MR. BANGS—FUR- 
THER TESTIMONY SHOWING THAT A RE- 
CEIVER WAS NOT WANYED. 

The Senate Committee on Insurance re- 
sumed yesterday the inquiry into the affairs of the 
National Trust Company, which passed into the 
hands of William J. Best, as Receiver, in Decem- 
ber, 1877. At the opening of the session F. N. 
Bangs, who appears as counsel for Mr. Best, asked 
for a postponement of the investigation owing 
to the absence of his client, who, he stated, 
was too ill to appear. The counsel’s request 
for an adjournment having been denied, he 
turned to the question, broached by him the pre- 
vieus day, of the committee's authority to conduct 
the investigation. After a careful examination, 
he said, of the resolution of the Senate in accord- 
ance with which the inquiry had been instituted, 
he failed to discover that the Senate had any con- 


stitutional power to authorize the investigation 


at present being conducted. Receivers for bank- 
rupt concerns were appointed by the courts, and 
it rested, he contended, entirely with the courts 
1o inquire into the management of Receiversbips. 
The matter of complaint against the management 
of the Reeeivership rested in the stockholders and 
creditors interested in the concern. The courts 
which appointed the Receivers were always open 
to such complaints. They had not been appealed 
to in this instance, and he held that no other power 
had any jurisdiction inthe matter. The appoint- 
ment to the office of Receiver made the appointee 
an officer of the court, and any interference with 
the Receiver by an unauthorized body was a direct 
infraction of personal rights and nothing short of 
a contempt of court. Did the committee wish to 
incur the risk of placing itself in this position? 

Ex-Senator Ecclesire, counsel to Senator Kier- 
nan, the Chairman of the committee, replied to Mr. 
Bangs’s argument. He said that the whole history 
of the State rejected the assumption that the com- 
mittee had no power, under a Senate resolution, to 
inquire into the alleged improper conduct or irreg- 
ularities of persons who had been occupied with 
public trusts. Judges themselves had been im- 
peached and removed by the Senate when proved 
guilty of improper conduct and _ corruption. 
Suppose that a Judge on the bench entered into 
a conspiracy to wreck temporarily embarrassed 
corporations, and that to that end he appointed 
corrupt creatures of his own as Receivers. In such 
an event, according to Mr. Baugs, the Legislature 
would have no power to remove the corrupt Judge. 
Such an argument was manifestiy unsound, and 
the power of the Legislature in such cases was in- 
disputable. If, however, Mr. Bangs wished in this 
case to put the question to the test, let him direct 
his client to disregard the mandates of the eom- 
mittee. The question as to the committee's anthor- 
ity as the appointed representative of the Legisia- 
ture would then be brought before a court having 
the necessary jurisdiction and would be definitely 
decided. 

Senator Koch said the committee issued no de- 
crees, reversed no judgments, and in no way ex- 
ercised judicial power in the sense which Mr. Bangs 
had stated. The committee was simply investi- 
gating allegations of mismanagement on the part 
of Receivers, and in so deing was strictly following 
the instructions it had received from the Senate. 

Mr. Bangs said that although his opinion as to the 
committee having no authority to conduct the in- 
vestigation was unchanged, he would temporarily 
drop the discussion, and he would ask that Messrs. 
Mangam, MeDowail, Cruikshank, and Orvis be 
subpoenaed to appear before the committee. 

After the Sergeant-at-Arms had been directed to 
attend to the calling of these persons as witnesses, 
Nanoleon J. Haines was placed on the stand. He 
testified that he had been a stoekhbolder and Trus- 
tee of the National Trust Company for a number of 
years and occupied that position in December, 
1877. He remembered the appointment in Decem- 
ber, 1877, of Messrs. Allen, Constant, and Lowery 
as a committee to confer with Bank Superintend- 
ent Lamb as to the condition of the National Trust 
Company. ‘This committee was in no way author- 
ized to make application for the appointment of a 
Receiver. To the best of his recollection the com- 
mittee did not make its report until after the Re- 
ceiver had been appointed. The witness uad- 
mitted that he had paid very little § at- 
tention to his duties as Trustee. In his 
opinion there were “plenty of honest men 
in the Board of Trustees to attend to the interests 
of the company.”’ This testimony was objected to 
by ex-Senator Ecclesine as irrelevant. Mr. Bangs 
replied that it was most relevant, as showing that, 
owing tothe manner in which the Trustees neg- 
lected their duties, their was urgent necessity for 
the appointment of a Keceiver. The witness re- 
torted that there were several lawyers in the board 
who were foremost in disregarding their duties. 
Among them were William M. Evarts and Judge 
Allen, who would not attend the meetings of the 
board unles: paid $10 forjdoingso. Inthe witness's 
opinion undue haste bad been shown in throwing 
the company Into the hands of the Reeeiver. The 
company heid anumber of securities which in the 
depressed market of 1877 were of greatly reduced 
value, but which under the influence of better 
times were largely enhanced in value. If these 
securities had been nursed over until the advent of 
the revival in business affairs, the company would, 
in his opinion, have puiled through, as was the case 
with other similarly situated concerns. If the 
company had not been thrown into the hands of 
the Receiver, he felt confident that the stockhold- 
ers would have subscribed to make up the existing 
deficiency. 

Samuel W. Haines, the brother of the preceding 
witness, and also a stockholder and Trustea, was 
called and gave corroborative testimony. He was 
fully of the opinion that the company could have 
properly avoided being placed in the haudsofa 
Receiver, and could have safely continued inthe 
prosecution of its business. At the close of the 
testimony the investigation was adjourned until 
Tuesday next.

PREPARING TO WORK FOR THE ADOPTION 
OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
The special committees of the mercantile 

associations of this City represented in the Free 

Canal Union met yesterday at the Chamber of 

Commerce and discussed means for securing at 

the coming State election the adoption of the con- 


stitutional amendments providing for free canals, 
l’rom the representative of the union,;who has 
been canvassing the interior of the State under 
the direction of ex-Gov. Horatio Seymour, word 
was received that the amendments would be sup- 
ported by a large majority of the voters if prom- 
ises and expressions of enthusiasm are to be 
depended upon. Encouraging reports were 
also read from persous residing in the cities 
along the line of the canal. Mueh = satisfac- 
tion was manrifested at the announcement 
that committees had been appointed by the Brook- 
lyn Young Republican Ciub and the Young Men's 
Democratic Club of Brooklyn to co-operate with 
the Free Canal Union in its work. Mr. Lacy, of 
the latter organization, was present, and made an 
animated address, declaring the earnest sympathy 
of his club, and suggesting methods for the fur- 
therance of the purpose sought. Many measures 
were discussed looking to the favorable presenta- 
tion of the issue to the veters of the State, and the 
Executive Committee was finally given power to 
epend $500 in the immediate distribution of docu- 
ments. A. B. Miller. of the Board of T'rade and 
Transportation, proposed the holding of mass- 
meetings in this City. Vamous members of the 
union favored this project, and a committee 
was directed to report upon the cost of get- 
ting up such moctings in fitting style. It was 
asserted that the railroads are active in their can- 
vass against the amendments, and have flooded 
the country districts with anti-free canal Iitera- 
ture. The necessity of prompt action by the 
union agaiust these tactics was emphasized by 
nearly every member present. In considering this 
matter it was suggested that the cause would be 
much strengthened should the Free Canal Union 
receive the formal indorsemert of the local Gov- 
ernments of this City and Brooklyn, and a special 
committee was appointed to confer with Mayors 
Grace and Low, and ask their active co-operation, 
as well as that of the Common Councilsof the two 
cities. 
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(Xth DISTRICT YOUNG REPUBLICANS. 
A party of 25 or 30 young men, representa- 
tives of ‘the Young Men’s Republican Club of the 
Twentieth Assembly District, of which Thomas F. 
Egan is President, met last evening at No. 202 West 
Fifty-sixth-streect. Resolutions were presented by 


John D. Lynch indorsing the Saratoga nomina- 
tions and piatform, which were adopted atter a 
squabble. George Kraus made along speech in 
favor of the resolutions, and attempted to’defend 
what he called ‘Steve Hrenoh’s forgery of Mr. 
Robinson's proxy,” on the ground that it was done 
through over-zealousness, and didn’t make any 
difference in the general result any way. James 
Cantwell and C. P. Castwell objected to the pas- 
sage of the resolution as one that sanctioned 
fraud and tended to continue in power 
the machine aad ‘*boss” rule which the club 
was organized to overthrow in the district. Mr. C. 
P. Cantwell characterized the nomination of Judge 
Folger as one not in aecord with the wishes of 
honest Republicans in the State. ‘The fact is,” he 
said, ** Judge Folger wasn't wasted in the ‘i’resa- 
ury Department, and so he was bustled out, but not 
until the Administration found what they thought 
would be a good house for him, just as a landlord 
gets a good rent for a fair tenant that he turns out 
to make room for a better paying one or for a per- 
sonal friend.’”’

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A LECTURE COURSE FOR TEACHERS. 
THE 


NECESSITY FOR MORE ROOM IN THE 


MUSEUM OF NATURAL HISTORY. 

Prof. Albert S. Bickmore, Superintendent of 
the American Museum of Natural History, will be- 
gina series of lectures on zoology before the 
teachers of the public schoo!s on Saturday, Oct. 10. 
The lectures will be given on the successive Satur- 
days, at 10:30 A. M., and will be delivered in the 
lecture-room on the upper floorof the Museum 
building. They are a part of the system of practical 
public education which the managers of the Mu- 
seum propose to institute in connection with their 
elaborute collection. The direct object of the lec- 
tures, which are to be delivered by Prof. Bickmore 


without any cost to the City, is to interest and 
benefit the pupils at the public schools. They are 
given under the direction of the Board of Educa- 
tion, Superintendent Jasper designating the teach- 
ers who are to be accorded the privilege 
of attendance. The hall in which the lec- 
tures are given will accommodate but 100, 
so that the general public cannot well be admit- 
ted, ‘This is one of the reasons why the managers 
of the institution are agitating the necessity of ex- 
tending the structure on Manhattan-square, An- 
other is that the present building and the annex at 
the arsenal are now filled to their utmost capacity. 
The museum authorities have already purchased a 
large collection, including specimens of all the 
mammals of North America and Northera Mexico, 
aud these will soon be ready for reception. Prof. 
Bickmore says that if another building equal in 
size to that now standing in Manhattan-square 
should be built, the specimens already purchased, 
and those which would be purchased or acquired 
by gift before the completion of the b ‘ding, 
would be amply sufficient to fill it. In this build- 
ing the Professor thinks there should be a large 
lecture-room, so that those who desire to avail 
themselves of the education to be derived from the 
course of lectures delivered under the manage- 
ment of the Museum authorities may be able to at- 
tend. A large number of students who desired to 
attend the course last year were unable to 
do so, as the lecture-rroom was not large 
enough to accommodate more than the few 
teachers who had tickets of admission. “ It costs 
no more,”’ said Prof. Bickmore to a Times reporter 
yesterday, “to prepare and deliver a course of 
lectures for the benefit of a thousand persons than 
it does fer a hundred. Wherea thousand desire to 
hear such lectures, which are not to amuse but to 
practically educate, they ought certainly to be ac- 
corded the privilege.’’ For this reason, then, as 
well as for the need of more room for the display 
of specimens, he advocates the immediate erection 
of a new building. 

The museum will very shortly receive a large 
collection of mammals from Prof. Ward, of 
Rochester, who is now engaged in mounting them. 
In this collection will be incluced a male and fe- 
male walrus, with their young. The male is said 
to be the largest ever mounted and placed on ex- 
hibition. Some idea of its size may be gained from 
the fact that it measures 6 feet through the 
shoulders, Its tusks are 15 inches in length. When 
this group is received it will prebably be plaeed on 
exbibition on the ground floor of the building, oc- 
cupying a space just opposite the main entrance.
